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The “Vast Wasteland” of TV 


Newton N. Minow, new chairman 
of the Federal Communications Com- 
mission sentenced the nation’s TV 
broadcasters to one day of drivel. He 
told them to do what countless Ameri- 
cans do every day: sit all day in front 
of the TV set. See a vast wasteland, 
the steady procession of crime, 
violence, sadism, murder, western 
“baddies” and “goodies,” private eyes, 
puerile love stories, cartoons and ill- 
concealed illicit sex escapades. But, 
most of all, the all-day viewer would 
be faced with sheer boredom. Couple 
with this, the endless commercials— 
many of them loud, raucous, offensive, 
in poor taste—and you have a menu 
which is designed for the unthinking 
person only slightly above the level of 
the moron. 

Minow warned the National Associ- 
ation of Broadcasters that station 
licenses will not, as heretofore, be 
automatically renewed annually. In 
the future, public hearings will be held 
on those stations whose performance 
has not been up to par. This will give 
the public opportunity to express their 
wants and, 35-year-old Minow ex- 
pects, this expression will be revealing 
and startling. 

His thesis is that, like newspapers, 
television must offer a greater variety of 
programs to adequately touch all in- 
terests in life. The old cliche that “we 
only give the public what they want” 
doesn’t hold water, in Minow’s esti- 
mation. Newspapers give the people 
“what they want” too—comics, sports, 
fashions. But they also give news, edi- 
torials, newsworthy columns and these 
are usually up ahead in position, re- 
gardless of whether or not the public 
wants them. It is in the public interest. 
“It is not enough to cater to the na- 
tion’s whims; you must also serve the 
nation’s needs,” the F.C.C. chairman 
insists. 

Certainly television is badly out of 
proportion in the type of programs 
offered. Viewers are consistently given 
an overdose of second rate material. 
Yet, sad to say, this may be all that 
the public wants. 

Newton Minow has _ rushed in 
where angels fear to tread! Already, 
cries of “censorship” are filling the air 
and many viewers are going to protest 
increasingly if he meddles with their 
favorite TV series. After all, it must

be faced—tbitter pill though it is to 
swallow!—that a large portion of 
Americans do not want TV that re- 
quires them to think. Nor do they 
want “highbrow” entertainment. 

Nor are Christians immune, for 
they too are avid television viewers. 

How many hours do you waste in 
front of the television set each week; 
hours that might be used far more ad- 
vantageously for your soul’s enrich- 
ment or pursuits concerning the King- 
dom of God! Would you welcome a 
lifting of TV standards? Theoretically, 
yes; conscience causes you to say 
this. But practically, would you? 
Minow’s goals have been hailed as 
“courageous” by some, as “attempts at 
censorship” by others. If you really 
want to see an improvement in TV, 
you ought to register your convictions 
with the Federal Communications 
Commission and let Newton Minow 
know of your support. 


Is Government Control 
Next for Hollywood? 


The secret to winning a Hollywood 
“Oscar” for the best actress is simply 
this: play the role of a prostitute. This 
year all five nominees for the top 
movie award of the year conformed to 
this pattern. 

Meanwhile, Hollywood’s film menu 
becomes increasingly nauseating. Com- 
peting with foreign films, the Hollywood 
film moguls have dropped any sem- 
blance of morality. They have learned 
that decent films—unless they can pro- 
duce a “Ben Hur”—don’t make money. 
And since the Almighty Dollar rules, 
they choose the easy course—immoral- 
ity. Success is spelled with a capital 
SEX. 

There is no stopping Hollywood’s 
course of corrupting America’s morals. 
Newton Minow can rap the knuckles 
of the TV broadcasters and even revoke 
their licenses, but no one can touch the 
Hollywood movie-makers. The U.S. 
government has many agencies—per- 
haps too many—to control aviation, 
radio and television, banks, electric 
power, labor disputes, railroads, hous- 
ing and small business. And their in- 
itials form a veritable alphabet soup. 
But the movie industry which reaches 





40 million. Americans weekly can 
produce any kind of trash it wants and 
it is responsible to no one and noth- 
ing except its own pocket book. 

Is government control the answer? 
We would hope not; the government 
controls enough already. But unless 
Hollywood stops its constant catering 
to man’s depravity, there may be no 
other course. Eventually, an aroused 
citizenry will demand some kind of 
governmental control. 

There have been other solutions of- 
fered, but none seems workable. Some 
have suggested that all denominations 
band together and boycott the theatre. 
Others have said that Protestant 
churches publicize the best and ban 
the rest. But no idea has seemed ef- 
fective. Somehow 100 million church 
members don’t carry much weight in 
America. 

So Hollywood continues its cine- 
matic stripteases, and the American 
public, led by impressionistic teen- 
agers, stream to see them. 

What actress playing the role of a 
prostitute will win next year’s Oscar? 


Greatest Blessings 
Come by Madness 


Socrates, the ancient Greek philoso- 
pher, once said that our greatest bless- 
ings reach us by way of madness— 
provided that the madness comes from 
God. How true this is! St. Paul re- 
minded us that “the doctrine of the 
cross is sheer folly to those who are 
on their way to ruin” (I Cor. 1:18, 
NEB). 

Christ crucified, a way of salvation 
for the human race? Nonsense! Sheer 
folly! Madness! How can the death of 
a first century Nazarene effect salva- 
tion for a modern age society? This 
is the world’s carnal response to the 
gospel. 

Still, what guarantee does our world 
offer of salvation? As we plunge ever 
deeper into more complex global situ- 
ations and problems each day, do we 
have any assurance from our worldly- 
wise ‘diplomats, philosophers, world 
leaders and united or divided national 
groups, that salvation waits around 
the corner? 

Paul went on to say, “God has made 
the wisdom of this world look foolish. 
As God in his wisdom ordained, the 
world failed to find him by its wis- 
dom” (I Cor. 1:20, 21, NEB). No! 
Salvation—of the world or the individ- 
ual—does not come by human 
wisdom. Rather, to quote Socrates 
again, “our greatest blessings come to 
us by way of madness”—divine “mad- 
ness.” God has chosen “to save all 
who would believe by the ‘simple- 
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mindedness’ of the gospel message 
(I Cor. 1:21, Phillips). 

Man may scoff and snicker, laugh 
and scorn at the ministry of the Word 
of God. But “the madness that comes 
from God” is still the only way of sal- 
vation. Ridiculous though God’s way 
may be by sophisticated contemporary 
standards, His foolishness is wiser 
than men, and his weakness is stronger 
than men” (I Cor. 1:25, Phillips). 


The Importance of 
Hebrew and Greek 


Recently, the Council on Theo- 
logical Education of the United 
Presbyterian Church appointed a sub- 
committee to ascertain the value, if 
any, of courses in Hebrew and Greek 
at theological seminaries. The ques- 
tion was raised that, with ministers 
so involved in counseling, building 
programs, church management, etc., 
were courses in the biblical languages 
meeting a significant need in their 
lives? 

Questionnaires were sent to over 


8,000 graduates of Presbyterian sem- 
inaries inviting their opinions concern- 
ing Hebrew and Greek. Had they 
found these biblical languages useful 
in their pastorates? Should seminaries 
continue to offer these studies as re- 
quired subjects? 

The response was frankly encour- 
aging! Overwhelmingly, former stu- 
dents favored the retention of required 
biblical Hebrew and Greek. Yes, they 
made use of the languages in their 
ministries. Comments submitted by 
student after student assured the com- 
mittee that the languages aided in 
sermon preparation, gave depth to 
Bible study, facilitated the use of tex- 
tual aids, critical commentaries, etc. 
Hebew and Greek gave the erstwhile 
students greater confidence in their in- 
terpretation of Scripture and increased 
their love for the Word of God. 

This is refreshing! Ours is a day in 
which interest in counselling pro- 
grams, special programs and features, 
group dynamics, etc., has all but super- 
seded exposition of the Scriptures. The 
study of Hebrew and Greek has been 
relegated to an inferior position. Even 
the English Bible itself has, in many 
instances, come to be little more than

The Fallacy of the Sanhedrin 


As children, many of us learned 
a hymn that told of the days when 
Jesus was on earth and suggested that 
it would have been nice to have been 
living at that time. Should any Chris- 
tian prefer the days of Christ’s earthly 
ministry to those in which we live? 
Would the touch of His hands upon 
our heads or the look of His eyes be 
at all comparable to the indwelling 
presence of the Holy Spirit who takes 
of the things of Christ and reveals 
them to our hearts? 

In the early days of the Church, the 
Sanhedrin attributed the power of the 
Apostles to the fact that they had been 
disciples of Christ during the three 
years of His earthly ministry. This 
was the judgment of unsaved men. 
“When they saw the boldness of Peter 
and John, and perceived that they were 
unlearned and ignorant men, they 
marvelled; and they took knowledge 
of them, that they had been with 
Jesus” (Acts 4:13). The psychology 
of the Sanhedrin was that three years’ 
contact with Jesus was sufficient to 
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give these men a fanatical frame of 
mind and a boldness that goes with 
fanaticism. This, however, is not the 
case, and the explanation, in the light 
of the previous action of these men, 
is totally inadequate. Peter had denied 
the Lord with oaths and _ cursings. 
Even John had forsaken Him in the 
hour of crisis. 

The explanation was not that they 
had been with Jesus in the past, but 
that they were filled with the Holy 
Spirit for the present need. They had 
been born of the Spirit through faith 
in Christ on the day of Pentecost; 
they had been baptized by the Spirit 
into the Body of Christ, and sealed 
with the Spirit unto the day of re- 
demption. 

All this would not have accounted 
for their power and boldness had 
they not been filled with the Holy 
Spirit for the need of each moment. 
So we read a few verses before the 
conclusion of the Sanhedrin that 
“Peter, filled with the Holy Spirit,” 
spoke unto them. 


a “crutch” to support an otherwise 
man-centered church curriculum.

No man is equipped to adequately . 
minister and interpret the Word of 
God who does not have a good work- 
ing knowledge of biblical Hebrew and 
Greek. Those seminaries—denomina- 
tional or non-denominational—which 
include the biblical languages in their 
required curricula are providing a 
lasting gift to their students which 
will benefit them throughout their 
whole ministries. 


A Doctor’s Degree 
and Delinquency 


Education has nothing to do with 
ethics. For adult delinquents—edu- 
cated, scholarly adult delinquents— 
have invaded the New York Academy 
of Medicine Library and, like a swarm 
of locusts, have left shredded leaves 
in their train. 

Using a common razor blade as his 
secret weapon, the  scholar-criminal 
selects an expensive volume from 
among the 326,000 on the shelves, and 
proceeds to slice out copy for his files 
or research paper. Some of the inci- 
sions are carefully made—the student- 
surgeon in practice—while other pages 
are ripped hurriedly and carelessly 
from the valuable books. Many of the 
volumes are irreplaceable. 

In an attempt to dissuade scholarly 
vandals from “cutting up,” signs have 
been placed about the library warning 
of fines and jail sentences for defac- 
ing library books. The library is now 
considering the possibility of hiring a 
private detective. 

We have reluctantly come to expect 
immoral acts from juveniles whose 
home training has been neglected and 
who roam the streets and parks in 
gangs. But all decent citizens have 
long felt that when a man reaches the 
upper echelons of education, he will 
have outgrown the criminal tendencies 
of the juvenile delinquent. Thus, re- 
spectable people are outraged when 
our scholars—our medical practi- 
tioners, future doctors and specialists 
—descend to the level of the common 
thief to steal what belongs to others. 

Have our men of learning lost all 
sense of human dignity, honesty, fair 
play and morality? Does the eighth 
commandment mean no more to the 
educated American than to a cheap 
thief? Apparently, it is still true that 
a thief, educated above his capacity, 
is still a thief!

Can we decry in- 
justices in what are called Iron Cur- 
tain countries and not decry injustices 
among our own people? 

Consider, for example, segregation 
and discrimination against colored 
people and Jews, the shameful treat- 
ment of the migrant farm workers, 
denial of vote to millions of our citi- 
zens, the perpetuation of evil men in 
political power by this evil device. 

If Jesus came today, would we not 
be ashamed for Him to see our segre- 
gated churches and neighborhoods?

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A SOVIET SLAVE 


An exclusive interview with a missionary just released from Russia. By NORMAN ROHRER 


Is THERE freedom of religion behind the Iron Cur- 
tain? Are there any young people in Russian 
churches? What is it like to be separated from your 
husband and children and placed in Soviet slave labor 
camps? 74-year-old Missionary Katherine Voronaeff, 
recently released from Russian prisons, answers these 
and other questions about Communist atrocities toward 
Christians in the following interview recorded for 
ETERNITY in Los Angeles. 
Question: Mrs. Voronaeff, why did the Communists re- 
lease you after holding you a prisoner for nearly 20 
years? 
Mrs. Voronaeff: It was mainly because I was old and 
sickly, but of course it was an answer to many prayers. 
My son Alex, a minister here in Los Angeles, and my 
son Paul in Indianapolis worked hard and got the help 
of President Eisenhower. They, as you say, “called the 
bluff” of Khrushchev’s propaganda of peace and free- 
dom and wrote to him constantly asking him to release 
me. Paul took a petition to the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington, D.C., and got help from the State De- 
partment also. Finally, so many people knew about me 
through articles in American newspapers the Com- 
munists had to let me go to save face. 
Question: Do you think your husband is alive? 
Mrs. Voronaeff: I have a feeling that John is in Siberia 
for life without the right to correspond. If he is dead, 
we are certain that he is with the Lord. He has been in 
prisons since 1930, and prison life is very hard. 
Question: When did you and your husband begin your 
missionary work in Russia? 
Mrs. Voronaeff: John and I were born in Russia, but 
we came to America shortly after we were married. We 
took out papers for citizenship, but before they were 
completed, we decided to return to Russia to preach

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the gospel to our own people. In 1922, we became the © 
only gospel preachers from America to enter the coun- 
try as such since the Revolution. At that time we had 
liberty and freedom to carry on our gospel work. 
Question: Where did you begin your work? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: We began first in the Balkan States 
and then soon afterward started churches in and 
around Odessa, Ukraine. It was the time of the great 
famine. People were extremely poor, but they were 
receptive to the gospel. Revival broke out in many 
places. Literally hundreds of little groups of believers 
sprang up throughout Southern Russia. Along with his 
evangelistic and pastoral work, my husband edited and 
published a little magazine called The Evangel which 
had a large circulation. John was president of a re- 
ligious organization called “Christians of Evangelical 
Faith.” 

Question: When did the Communists begin curtailing 
your work? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: We preached without too much dif- 
ficulty until January 6, 1930. Then trouble began all 
of a sudden. On that night the Communists came and 
arrested my husband. He was held for several months 
in a local prison, along with hundreds of other min- 
isters in the Ukraine. We estimated there were close to 
800 Ukrainian ministers put in jail. And then all of a 
sudden, they were all herded into freight cars like cat- 
tle and sent to Siberia. 

Question: Did you ever see your husband after that? 
Mrs. Voronaeff: Yes. I was arrested in 1933 (I was 
trying to keep my six children together and carry on 
the work) and sent to a prison camp 2,000 miles from 
my husband. But I appealed to the authorities and 
asked to be transferred to the camp where my husband 
was held. They finally moved me and there I met and 
talked to my husband. We could only visit together 
after hours of hard labor as we walked through the 
snow together in the darkness. 

Question: How long did you stay at that camp? 
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Mrs. Voronaeff: For about seven years. Then, miracu- 
lously, we were both let out. 

Question: Before World War II? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: Yes, shortly before. We contacted the 
Assemblies of God in America and they raised funds 
for us to return to the United States. However, when 
my husband approached the Soviet Government to 
sign necessary papers, he was again arrested and sent 
back to Siberia. We have never heard from him since. 
I traveled from camp to camp in search of him but I 
never found him. They found out who I was finally, 
and put me in prison again. I spent the next six years 
in slave camps. 

Question: Would you describe the conditions of those 
work camps? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: My husband was treated the worst. 
The conditions he worked under are just indescribable. 
In Odessa where he was arrested, he was pushed into 
a freight car with many other men and sent to Siberia. 
It was horrible. They had no food or water for many 
days, no sanitation, no provision for rest. There was 
no ventilation in those cars. The men who survived 
the journey were forced into slave labor. My journey 
was hard too, but not as long. We were forced to 
walk very fast ahead of the soldiers with guns at our 
backs. The ones who fell were shot instantly. God 
gave me strength to stay on my feet. We worked long 
hours each day in stone quarries, loading mining cars, 
building canals and doing very heavy work. For a 
while, I had an easy job as a scrub woman on my 
knees scrubbing floors. 

The Russians say that they have no concentration 
camps, but that is not true. They are concentration 
camps of the worst kind, and many of them are located 
above the Arctic Circle. I spent most of the time in 
Karaganda, Chibiu and Balkhash Stroy in Siberia. 
There were about 3,000 of us women in one camp at 
a time. 

Question: Were you in solitary confinement any of 
the time? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: Yes, toward the end. While I was out 
of prison for a brief time after Stalin died in 1953, I 
tried to get in touch by letter with my children then in 
the United States and the Communists arrested me 
again. It was during this last period in prison that I 
was charged with being a counter-revolutionist and a 
spy. One year of that term I spent in a cell alone 
without anyone to talk to. I had to sleep on a concrete 





slab without bedding. A guard watched me constantly, 
trying to detect signs of weakening. Praise God, I did 
not lose my mind. I prayed silently for many hours. 
And the Lord was closer to me during that time than 
ever before in my whole life. He gave me a song in my 
heart. 

Question: To what extent is there religious freedom in 
Russia? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: There is still a terrible price to pay 
for being a Christian in Russia today. Last year there 
were two Protestant churches in Odessa. Now there is 
only one. There is only one in Moscow, one in Kiev, 
and so forth—just for showpieces. The Communists 
are trying their best to destroy Christianity, but since 
Christ is in the heart, they will not be able to do it. 
Thank God! 

I am happy to tell you that there is a spiritual re- 
vival going on right now among the youth of Russia. I 
know that for certain. The state says that religion be- 
longs to old people, but no! We have proved them 
wrong. There are Christian young people in Russia 
today who are paying the price of being a Christian. 
Question: What about the ministers of the remaining 
Russian churches. Do they preach the gospel? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: They are trained ministers and they 
do preach from the Bible. But I know that they are 
working for the government. We call them “Shkurn- 
icky”—that means “afraid of own skin.” To be a 
minister in Russia you have to be recognized by the 
state. You have to cooperate with the government. 
But let me add, most of them do preach the gospel, 
and good Christian people worship in the churches. 
They are hungry for spiritual blessing. 

Question: Do you know of any American ministers 
who have been allowed to preach the gospel in 
Russia? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: Yes. I can give you a good example. 
My son’s father-in-law made a trip over there. He is a 
pastor in Toronto. -He went everywhere, preaching in

HOW THE WORLD LOOKS AT THE CHURCH 





In this scriptural study, Lesslie Newbigin brings fresh truths 
from the high priestly prayer of Christ recorded in John 17. 


IGHT TIMES in Christ’s great 

prayer of John 17 does He use 

the words “glory” and “glorify.” The 

prayer seems to be filled with the 
thought of the glory of God. 

In this chapter we learn that Jesus 
came into the world to manifest the 
glory of the Father. And the glory 
which the Father gave Him is given 
to those who believe in Him, and 
through them is to be manifested to 
the world. 

But what is this glory? 

In John’s first chapter we find, 
“We beheld His glory, glory as of 
the only Son from the Father” (John 
1:14). His glory is the glory of son- 
ship, the glory which is seen in Him 
who in every circumstance—in the 
Garden and on the Cross—could 
look up to the sovereign Lord of all 
and say, “Father.” In this perfect 
sonship, the glory of God is mani- 
fested. 

And this is the glory which He 
gives to those who believe in Him. 
They receive “power to become chil- 
dren of God” (John 1:12). They,

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too, receive this status, this dignity 
and this joy that in every circum- 
stance they can say—as He did— 
“Father.” 

The supreme joy of a missionary is 
to see this glory being given to men, 
to see those who had been “no- 
people,” receiving the dignity and 
joy of children of God, and reflecting 
in new ways and new idioms, the 
manifold richness of God’s glory. I 
have seen this happening among sim- 
ple village people in South India. I 
have seen it happening among men 
serving life sentences for murder, so 
that one of them as he went to the 
gallows was calmly and radiantly 
bearing witness to his guards and ex- 
ecutioners right up to the moment 
of execution. It is a reflected glory, a 
glory that shines only because the 
child of God is always looking into 
the face of his Father. The sonship is 
itself the glory. 

Our Lord says that He has given 
this glory to those who believe in 
Him “that they may be one even as 
we are one.” Being children of God 
must mean being—in some recog- 
nizable sense—members of one fam- 
ily. All our rationalizations of 
schism, and all our evasions of the 
plain meaning of Scripture will not 
enable us to sidestep the logic of 
that argument. In some sense those 


who are children of one Father must — 
be recognizable as members of one 
family. That is why this wonderful 
prayer is so filled with longing for 
the unity of Christ’s people—“I in 
them and thou in me that they may 
become perfectly one.” Those in 
whom the one Son of God dwells, 
must be one brotherhood, delighting 
together to honor the one Father. 
During 23 years as a missionary 
in India I have served in two great 
cities to which hundreds of thou- 
sands of pilgrims flock every year to 
visit the temple. I have preached in 
the streets so that those who come 
from afar may have the opportunity 
to hear the gospel. In the course of 
such preaching I have often been 
challenged—perhaps by a _ well- 
educated Hindu gentleman who has 
returned to India after graduating 
at one of the great British or Ameri- 
can universities. He will put a ques- 
tion something like this: “What right 
do you have to come here with your 
foreign religion? Do you imagine that 
you have the whole truth? Do you 
Europeans suppose that you—with 
your frightful wars, your hydrogen 
bombs, and your dirty films and 
magazines—are in a position to of- 
fer spiritual leadership to the world? 
Can you really think that you, of all 
people, are entitled to invite the 
whole world into your fellowship?” 
The answer to that question must 
be something like the following: 
“No, we do not ask you to look at us

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When does the Christian have the 
right to revolt against the 
“mowers that be’? Was 
the American Revolution an 
un-Christian act?

We our colonial forebears right in casting off the 
authority of England and establishing independ- 
ence? This is a legitimate question for the Bible says: 
“Therefore he who resists the authorities resists 
what God has appointed, and those who resist 
will incur judgment. For rulers are not a terror 
to good conduct, but to bad” (Rom. 13:2-3). 

I have read the Epistle to the Romans scores of 
times, and always there has been a great cloud upon 
my thinking when I came to this 13th chapter, for 
never did I seem to grasp its full meaning. I finally 
concluded that because the laws of God are superior 
to the laws of men, obedience must be rendered to God 
when there is a conflict. 

The question next to be solved was: At what point 
does human law run counter to divine law? Just where 
may a man defy constituted authority on the ground 
that such authority is opposed to divine principles? I 
became convinced that each Christian must answer this 
question in the context of his own life. I saw that two 
sincere believers might reach opposite conclusions and 
become stern antagonists in a civil struggle, and yet 
both be in the will of God 
Early in life I prepared 
to teach history, and so 
read thousands of pages of history. Still earlier, how- 
ever, I dedicated myself to the ministry of Bible teach- 
ing. As a result, I read the Bible from the viewpoint of 
history, and studied history from the viewpoint of the 
Bible. If, therefore, I can set before you the principles 
by which a Christian of ’76 had to choose between 
George III and George Washington, you may better 
understand how to make your own choices. 

This problem has been complicated by the fact that 
some historians have regarded the American Revolu- 
tion and the French Revolution as similar. A deep 
study of the two movements, however, will reveal that 
they had nothing more than the word revolution in 
common, that they differed greatly in causes, progress 
and results. ; 

Early in the 19th Century the German writer Fred- 
erick von Gentz published an essay comparing the two 
revolutions. John Quincy Adams, later sixth president 
of the United States, saw the importance and truth of 
Von Gentz’ work and translated it into English. In his 
introduction Adams wrote: 

“A modern philosopher may contend that the 
sheriff, who executes a criminal, and the high- 
wayman, who murders a traveller, act upon the 
same principles; the plain sense of mankind will 
still see the same difference between them, that is 
here proved between the American and French 
Revolutions—the difference between right and 


wrong.” 
In simplest terms, the American problems was really 


a problem within the government of England, Parlia-

ment versus the King. Most of the colonies had status 
by charter from the King, and were the private prop- 
erty of the men who received grants. In the beginning, 
Parliament was indifferent to the colonies, and no one 
questioned the power of the King to dispose of the 
North American continent according to his wish, and 
to govern it as he desired. “But when, on the one side, 
after the Revolution of 1688, the influence of the 
British Parliament upon all the affairs of government 
had become greater, firmer, and more general; and 
when, on the other side, the extraordinary importance 
of the colonies, in their rapidly growing population, in 
their constantly improving culture, and in their un- 
expected and splendid flourishing state, was daily more 
evident, the idea by degrees crept into every mind, 
that so great and essential a part of the British Empire 
could not possibly be withdrawn from the superintend- 
ency of Parliament, even though nothing should have 
been said of it hitherto in the public transactions.” 


BOSTON TEA PARTY 


Now the citizens who threw the tea into Boston har- 
bor were ready to indemnify the East India Company 
for its loss. The tea was thrown overboard to express 
the colonists’ insistence on representative government. 
The harshness of the British Parliament inflamed and 
united the colonists. The Congress which met at Phila- 
delphia in 1774 had no thought of independence. In 
‘fact, they passed an address to the King which was 
remarkably pacific: 

“We ask only for peace, liberty and security. We 
wish no diminution of royal prerogatives, we demand 
no new rights. From the magnanimity and justice of 
Your Majesty, and the Parliament, we promise our- 
selves the redress of our grievances; firmly convinced, 
that when once the causes of our present complaints 
are removed, our future conduct will not be undeserv- 
ing of the milder treatment, to which we are in better 
days accustomed. We call that Being, who tries the in- 
most heart, to witness, that no other motive, than the 
fear of the destruction, which threatens us, has had 
any influence upon our resolutions. We therefore in- 
treat Your Majesty as the loving father of all people, 
bound to you by ties of blood, by laws, affection, and 
fidelity, not to permit, in the uncertain expectation of a 
result, which never can compensate for the wretched- 
ness by which it must be attained, any further violation 
of those sacred ties. So may Your Majesty in a long 
and glorious reign, enjoy every earthly bliss, and this 
bliss, and your undiminished authority descend upon 
your heirs and their heirs, till time shall be no more.” 

A year later, the British had so forced the issue that 
the Boston Massacre, the ride of Paul Revere, the 
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Battle of Concord Bridge and other terrible conflicts ' 
had begun their course; and in 1776 the same men 
who expressed the hope that the King and his heirs 
would rule forever in undiminished authority signed 
the Declaration of Independence. 

On the other hand, the French historian 
De Tocqueville wrote that the French, halfway down 
the stairs, threw themselves out of the window in order 
to reach the ground more quickly: “By seeming to tend 
rather to the regeneration of the human race than to the 
reform of France alone, it roused passions such as the 
most violent political revolutions had been incapable of 
awakening. It inspired proselytism, and gave birth to 
propagandism; and hence assumed that quasi-religious 
character which so terrified those who saw it, or, 
rather, became a sort of new religion, imperfect, it is © 
true, without God, worship, or future life, but still able, 
like Islamism, to cover the earth with its soldiers, its 
apostles, and its martyrs.” The same thing could be 
written about the Russian Revolution and the rise of 
Communism. 

A Christian in France or Russia could never have 
sympathized with the godless unheavals in those coun- 
tries. What part could a believer in Christ have had 
in the riots of Paris, the enthronement of a nude harlot 
as goddess on the altar of a church, and the murders of 
1793? Or what part could a believer have in the 
purges of millions by the Communists in Russia, the 
Ukraine and Hungary? 


“THE OLIVE BRANCH” 


But in the American Colonies were godly men who 
did not move without prayer and waiting on the Lord. 
As late as July, 1775, the Congress sent another ad- 
dress to the King which has been called “the Olive 
Branch.” In this the leaders of the colonies expressed 
dismay at the disturbance of peaceful relations by the 
force of Parliament and stated, “We wish nothing 
more ardently than the restoration of the former har- 
mony between England and the colonies, and a new 
union, founded upon a lasting basis, capable of propa- 
gating that blessed harmony to the latest generations, 
and transmit to a grateful posterity Your Majesty’s 
name, surrounded with that immortal glory which was 
in every age bestowed upon the saviours of the people. 
We protest to Your Majesty, that notwithstanding all 
our sufferings in this unhappy contest, the hearts of 
your faithful colonists are far from wishing a reconcili- 
ation upon conditions, which could be inconsistent 
with the dignity, or the welfare of the state from which 
they sprung, and which they love with filial tenderness. 
If the grievances, which now bow us down with in- 
expressible pain to the ground, could in any manner 
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be removed, Your Majesty will at all times find your 
faithful subjects in America, willing and ready, with 
their lives and fortunes, to maintain, preserve, and 
defend the rights and interests of their sovereign, and 
of their mother country.” This address was delivered 
by Richard Penn, on September 1, 1775, to the Earl of 
Dartmouth; to which the Earl replied, no answer could 
be given. 

Frederick von Gentz concludes: “The revolution of 
America was, therefore, in every sense of the word, a 
revolution of necessity: England, alone, had by vio- 
lence affected it: America had contended ten long 
years, not against England, but against the revolution; 
America sought not a revolution; she yielded to it, 
compelled by necessity, not because she wished to ex- 
tort a better condition than she had before enjoyed, 
but because she wished to avert a worse one, prepared 
for her.” 
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IN BONN, GERMANY, A SIGN ON THE CITY-JAIL GATE READS: 
“PERSONS WISHING TO GIVE THEMSELVES UP WILL BE ADMITTED 
ONLY WEEKDAYS FROM 8 A.M. TO 4 P.M.“ One may wonder at the 
number of guilt-ridden people who have decided to attempt to 
enter prison with the thought, undoubtedly, that such action would 
purge them of their guilt feelings. But how wonderful to know that 
Christ has said, “I am the door, by Me, if any man will enter in, He 
shall be saved, and he shall go in and out and find pasture” (John 
10:9). Day or night, summer or winter, even down to the end of the 
age the door is open. But do not forget that the time will come when 
it shall be permanently closed. 
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Undoubtedly God so ordered events in England that 
the creation of a new nation was forced upon the 
colonists in America. The founders of our nation were 
believers in the Lord Jesus Christ and followers of the 
Christian ethic. They reached decisions with deep 
agony of soul lest they should veer from moral right- 
eousness. But we must have equal sympathy for those 
true believers who held that it was their Christian duty 
to remain faithful to the King. Many godly families 
emigrated from the colonies to Canada rather than live 
under the new government established after the Revo- 
lution. 


THE DIVIDING LINE 


My house, 30 miles from Philadelphia, stands on a 
road that is said to have been the dividing line even in 
William Penn’s time between Quaker and Presby- 
terians. The Scotch and English of those days differed 
sharply in matters of conscience. One little room in 
my house was here before the Revolution. I have sat 
in it and wondered about the man who left it to follow 
George Washington and the man across the road who 
would not bear arms, but left home and goods and 
went to Canada in order not to fight. Did the man in 
my house face this text from Romans 13? Did he 
wonder whether he was disobeying God when he pre- 
pared to use his musket against English soldiers? Will 
he incur judgment for thus resisting? God alone 
knows, and that man will answer to God. Did his 
neighbor flee because of human ties, or conscience, or 
for some cause unknown to us? Why did Benjamin 
Franklin’s son choose the King instead of his father, 
and follow the course that led to his arrest by the 
Colony of New Jersey? Why did he choose to live in 
England on the King’s pension? These questions can- 
not now be answered. 

Having seen the difference between what might be 
called a godly revolution in our own land, and the god- 
less revolutions. of France and Russia, we have the 
basis for further study of the relationship of the in- 
dividual to constituted authority. These questions are 
not for the past. Today’s Christian must find his own 
answers with regard to war, segregation, the authority 
of the Supreme Court, conflict with States’ Rights, and 
all other matters that go deep into the heart of the be- 
liever who wishes to hear his Lord say, “Well done, 
good and faithful servant; enter into the joy of your 
Lord” (Matt. 25:21). Because I wish to hear this 
word of welcome when I see my Lord, I grasp these 
questions which, like nettles, hurt you only if you touch 
them lightly, but lose their sting when grasped in 
faith and humble dependence on the Spirit of God.

THE SECRET OF LOVING YOUR 


I* BOTH the Old and New Testaments we are com- 

manded to love our neighbor as ourself. This is 
a specific duty; its force cannot be evaded by sincere 
Christians. Our neighbor is anyone near us—a room- 
mate, a passer-by, a fellow motorist, or any of the host 
of people who touch our lives during the day. 

As Christians we tend to think that love is nothing 
but a set of right feelings toward our neighbor. But 
this only betrays the poverty of our understanding, 
for duty to our neighbor is grounded in an existing 
state of self-love. We must love our neighbor with 
the same degree of zeal and consistency with which 
we love ourselves. Self-love is the norm by which we 
measure the outgoing possibilities of charity toward 
a neighbor. This means that Christian love is a deli- 
cate blend of knowledge, feeling, and action. 

The Golden Rule teaches us to do to others as we 
would that they should do to us. And what do we 
want others to do? We want them to treat us as hu- 
man beings who are plagued with weakness, preju- 
dice, temptation, dependent love needs, and a host 
of mysteries.which escape precise detection and classi- 
fication. And our neighbor is in the same predica- 
ment. He hungers for acceptance in the totality of his 
person. This is why we must do as we would be done 
by, for no other rule can take in man’s self-giving 
powers as a creature made in the image of God. 

Psychotherapy has proved that every normal indi- 
vidual craves love. The noted psychiatrist, Leon Saul, 
estimates that people crave love and care with an in- 
tensity ten times greater than they either know or 
will admit. And more than this, psychotherapy has 
proved that many of our adult anxieties trace to the 
persistence of feelings which are conditioned in child- 
hood. Hence the persistence of mysteries in the per- 
sonality. It has been well said, “Scratch an adult and

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you find a child.” An insecure childhood is the 
seedbed of an insecure adulthood. Sometimes a child’s’ 
craving for affection is either neglected or overindulged. 
Sometimes the harsh or unpredictable behavior of par- 
ents deprives a child of fixed standards by which to 
make a successful transition to the conforming pres- 
sures of modern society. 

In any event, we are mysteries unto ourselves. We 
want to be better persons—more adequate, more able 
to accept rejection, less susceptible to resentment, less 
insecure—though we seldom become what we want. 
But our failure in no way relaxes either the self’s 
love for the self or our craving to be approved by 
others. The mysteries are dear to the self because they 
belong to the self. The Lord says that we now must 
learn to do as we would be done by. 

But since we tend to think more highly of ourselves 
than we ought, we lead self-centered lives. We become 
touchy and censorious. We revert to the manners of 
childhood by substituting competitive relationships for 
the adult responsibilities of sharing and serving. Chil- 
dren gratify their love needs by getting, adults by 
giving. 

As long as we remain touchy and censorious, our 
neighbor will see nothing in our lives which will draw 
him to Christ. By failing to respect the dignity of our 
neighbor, we merely arouse his defense mechanism. 
He will be too busy defending his dignity to consider 
the claims of the gospel. When our attitudes are un- 
blessed by love, our lives become empty and void. 
(I Corinthians 13:1-3) Uncharitable Christians alien- 
ate those who insist on being treated as people before 
they are addressed as sinners. Only new overtures of 
love can undo the damage caused by a want of love. 

Since the Lord was filled with compassion, we can 
measure our own progress in sanctification by the de- 
gree to which we, in turn, are compassionate. For 
example, suppose we see a drunken man groping his 
way down the street. Our first impulse may be to use 
his sin as evidence that we are holy. But if we yield 
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to this impulse, we only show how distant from holi- 
ness we actually are. We are guilty of trying to seem 
better by making the man seem worse. 

We must denounce the sin of drunkenness, to be 
sure. But this obligation supplies neither cause nor 
occasion for a Christian to feel superior. We must love 
all men everywhere, even our enemies. And we prove 
the character of our love by sincerely doing as we 
would be done by. In the case of the drunkard we 
manifest Christian love by putting ourselves in his 
place. We then ask how we would want to be treated, 
were we bound by the chains of alcohol. Surely we 
would not want to be scoffed by high and mighty 
Christians. We would want to be understood and 
pitied. When a person drowns himself in alcohol, he 
is actually announcing that he is not able to cope with 
the fears and anxieties which imperil his life. He needs 
encouragement, not rejection. 

Alcoholics Anonymous operates on a profound re- 
spect for the law of love, and not without reason. It 
knows that an alcoholic cannot get a hold of himself, 
and thus come to terms with reality, until he is con- 
fronted with convincing spiritual assurances that others 
love and respect him. So a vital fellowship of concern 
is formed. A member of this fellowship will rise at 
any hour of the night to sit with a friend in need. 
Now, is it conceivable that Alcoholics Anonymous has 


risen to greater heights of compassion than the Chris- 
tian church? 


Followers of the Lord should not find compassion 
too difficult to come by, for we know that apart from 
the restraining influences of the Holy Spirit, we would 
all be prey to the very fears and anxieties which drive 
men to alcohol. All we have and are is a gift of divine 
grace. 

Whenever our neighbor happens to be a Christian, 
we have a special reason to be kind and loving. In 
fact, some of the most beautiful passages in the New 
Testament are aimed at this duty. Sample: “Let all 
bitterness and wrath and anger and clamor and slander 
be put away from you, with all malice, and be kind 
to one another, tenderhearted, forgiving one another, 
as God in Christ forgave you” (Eph. 4:31, 32). Chris- 
tians may engender hostilities in their very zeal to 
reach commonly accepted standards of perfection. They 
become so eager that they end up competing with each 
other. Moreover, the local Christian fellowship often 
converts to a cult which withdraws from fellowship 
with the church universal, and which devises its own 
status symbols and standards of hero worship. Cultic 
Christians reject believers in other traditions on the 
single charge that they do not wear the right de- 
nominational label. This, of course, is manifestly sin- 
ful. 


Only richer works of love can deal with hostile, 
competitive relationships, and the base for this love is 
the love which God has shown us in Christ. A mature 
Christian will remind himself that he is justified by 
faith. He does not have to be overly anxious about 
life, for he is already approved by the God of life. 
The tyranny of the self has been broken. 

After a Christian learns to respect his neighbor as 
a human being, he then can create the kind of gentle 
rapport which will open the door for a scrutiny of 
those duties and values which lead to a richer con- 
cept of selfhood. But the Christian must first bear wit- 
ness to the truth in his own life. If he is not kind and 
considerate, his overtures will be shorn of power. A 
genuinely mature Christian will show that it is possible 
for the self to save the self by losing the self, and he 
will show it to believers and unbelievers alike. 

We are passing through a time of great social change, 
for a prophetic judgment is being leveled against tribal 
injustice, colonialism, caste privilege, racial discrim- 
ination, and denominational pretention in the church. 
The resulting disintegration of form can be ruinous for 
a person who is plagued by persisting childhood 
emotions, and who continues to imagine that he is a 
child in an adult world. He cannot cope with the feel- 
ing that he must stand mobilized against a hostile and 
changing social order. He desperately craves reassur- 
ance from those whose emotional maturity releases 
them to do as they would be done by. And who is 
better able to give this reassurance than Christians 
who know the meaning of divine forgiveness? 

Anxiety and fear have such a grip on the social 
order that psychiatry has emerged as a powerful 
therapeutic agency. On every hand we see the pathetic 
effects of uprooted lives: alcoholism, divorce, de- 
linquency, and a general relaxing of fixed moral stand- 
ards. As Christians we can observe these facts with 
clinical detachment, of course. But shame on us if we 
do, for we have been called to share Christ’s tears 
for a lost and dying world. We must serve as vessels 
through which the love of God can flow to needy 
souls. We must bear witness to a security which 
transcends the uncertainties and cruelties of a com- 
petitive society. 

Our attitude toward men in general will be dic- 
tated by our attitude toward our neighbor in par- 
ticular. Do we rise to the heights of the Royal Law 
by doing as we would be done by? Or do we use the 
faults of a neighbor as proof that we are superior? 
A choice must be made, though not a choice which 
can be made once and for all. It must be made each 
time we stand in the presence of another human be- 
ing. It must be made every moment of every day, and 
of this day in particular. 
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Y~ CAN’T deny the prosperity of the suburban 
church today. Membership is at a record high. 
Treasuries are bulging. Meetings are held nearly every 
night. New churches are mushrooming all over subur- 
bia. 

There’s no doubt about it. Suburban churches to- 
day stand at the pinnacle of success. 

But what kind of success is it? How deep is this 
religious revival? Is the prosperity of the church only 
material and statistical? 

These misgivings are crystallized in a recent book 
by Gibson Winter, a University of Chicago professor.* 

Most suburban churches grow rapidly, have large 
budgets, pay generous salaries to well-educated pas- 
tors, maintain an expanding set of well-furnished mod- 
ern buildings, have a highly organized program of 
activities, and give generously to denominational proj- 
ects. These are the churches that Winter analyzes and 
condemns. 

Let’s look with Winter at these churches. 

The typical suburban Protestant church is a captive 
in an “iron cage of conformity,” says Winter. The 
congregation exists as an “island of safety” in the 
suburban ghetto of the middle class. As a symbol of 
class membership, the suburban church guarantees a 
future in the middle-class world and assures members 
they will not have to associate with lower-class workers 
and Negroes. “The congregation is first and foremost 
an economic peer group; it is secondarily a believing 
and worshiping fellowship.” 

Harsh words? Yes, but they are justified. 

“The mark of the primitive church,” observes Win- 
ter, “was social inclusiveness.” Rich and poor, Jew 
and Gentile, slave and free—all were given equal 
status. But today’s suburban church, despite the hand- 
shakes, coffee hours and “friendly church” ads in the 
newspapers, is characterized by exclusiveness. The in-

terests which have driven middle class people away 
from the “evil” environment of the big city are per- 
petuated. The church’s ministry of reconciliation has 
become a ministry of estrangement. 

The phrase Winter uses to describe the church is 
“introverted activism.” And because of this, men are 
neither reconciled to God nor to their fellow men. 

“The net effect is for the church to become an end 
in itself. . . . The introverted church is one which puts 
its own survival before its mission. The more in- 
troverted the Church, the more it becomes subject 
to priestcraft and routinized activities. An introverted 
church is an apostate body, for it denies the essential 
quality of the Church—the testimony of reconciliation 
in the world.” 

So the church has become a bureaucracy; it is no 
longer a means, but an end in itself. Church work in 
this “organization church” consists of contributing to 
organizational machinery and often is oriented pri- 
marily to perpetuating the institution. And while the 
average Protestant overtly scorns institutional struc- 
ture, in practice he spends most of his time main- 
taining its outmoded machinery. 

“The clue to the religious significance of this or- 
ganization membership,” says Winter, “is provided by 
its activistic style, which emphasizes external criteria 
of performance as a basis of evaluation; not how you 
feel or what you-believe, but what you do. The good 
church member is one who does things: works on 
this, accomplishes that.” 

Because the church has forgotten its purpose, it is 
unable to help the individual who is seeking to find 
the meaning of his existence. So all that the church 
can offer is this: “Lose your self-identity in the church 
in the hope that you will discover another identity 
in the collectivity of the church; find purpose for 
your existence through the purpose of the church.” 
It sounds good, but the suburban church has tragically 
forgotten its purpose. 

To be a good church member, you must first of all 
know how to “get along.” Active affability is the 
key. In addition, Winter says, to be a good church 
member “is to perform well on the committee. Thus, 
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the organization church is the community of good 
works—the new style of salvation by works which 
has invaded the Reformation churches.” 

“Preaching what it considers to be biblical ortho- 
doxy on Sundays, during the rest of the week it 
rushes about to oil the organizational machinery. Six 
days a week it enlists laymen for activities which 
promise salvation through good works. On Sunday, 
salvation is by faith through grace. The minority of 
creedally oriented members are fed by the sermon 
on Sunday; the majority of organizational members 
are fed by activity through the week.” 

The church may mouth salvation by faith, but its 
busy organization conveys the idea of “salvation by 
work.” Worse yet, the minister, too, is caught up in 
this treadmill. He is “the number-one victim of middle- 
class conformity.” The most important quality for a 
minister is “personality.” He serves as a “supplement 
to the didee service.” His scholarship, preaching and 
even devotion are drained off into the exclusive “blob 
of middle-class culture” in which Protestantism serves 
primarily as a sanction for the “American ethic of 
achievement.” The pastor runs an ambulance service 
dealing with private symptoms. His concern is limited 
to the personal emotional adjustments of parishioners. 

Winter brings up an interesting idea that suburban 
church activism provides a Protestant system of pen- 
ance. In other words, cooking a church supper is a 
substitute for a “Hail Mary.” People sacrifice their 
time to the church in the same way that a Latin 
American might crawl up the church steps to kiss the 
statue of the Virgin. “Feelings of guilt are worked 
out by sacrificial action for the organization.” A sad 
indictment, perhaps, but all too often true. 


PROTESTANT PENANCE 


And while the suburban churches become “intro- 
verted activisms,” they ignore their mission to the 
entire metropolitan area. If churches keep on ignor- 
ing Negroes and whites who continue to flood into 
central areas of the city and who cannot fully pay 
for their churches, it will be one of the greatest catas- 
trophes of American Protestantism. 

Since the metropolis grows by expanding from the 
center, the suburbs will soon be part of the central 
city, only to be abandoned in their turn. Winter pre- 
dicts that unless Protestantism repents and reforms, 
departing from the exclusiveness that sanctifies “get- 
ting along” in a community of fellowship, it will be 
fatally weakened as a significant religious force. 

Winter’s diagnosis rests soundly on American social 
trends. People seek an identity to replace previously 
significant nationality distinctions and neighborhood 
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ties. The organization church is a substitute form’ 
of community, but it is neither a community of faith 
nor a truly universal organization which brings to- 
gether conflicting and estranged elements in the me- 
tropolis. | 

In their “status panic” flight from inner city people 
and problems, Protestant denominations have grown 
in spite of central city and rural losses only because 
the middle class has increased so rapidly. Meanwhile 
sectarian groups in the central city minister ineffec- 
tively to the gap left by the Protestant exodus. They 
deflect man’s search for identity into an emotional 
escape for the underprivileged. They and Roman 
Catholicism only partially fill the gap left by Prot- 
estantism’s departure. 

Winter’s solution for this cancerous disease lies in a 
reaffirmation of the gospel. Moral exhortation and 
prideful imagination will not solve the problem. The 
conception of “the church as a private institution de- 
voted to the ennoblement of private life” and to 
ameliorating the ills of society solely through treating 
individuals has made churches unaccountable to the 
larger community and erased their vision of a mission 
to it. This basic malstructuring can be corrected only 
by a new form of organization that deliberately takes 
full account of the entire metropolitan area and of 
Protestantism’s mission to it. 

The church must take the form of a servant which 
serves the inner city as well as the suburbs. Winter 
suggests a sector ministry, which serves an entire seg- 
ment of the metropolis (like a piece of pie) from 
center to outermost suburbs, as the structural frame- 
work within which love in action can be manifested. 
Decreased emphasis upon the local parish or congre- 
gation and increased stress on the layman’s ministry 
is essential to reach men for Christ; “renewal of 
mind through the Spirit is the essence of life in the 
churches, and ministry is the vehicle of that life in the 
world.” By exemplifying and teaching a prophetic 
concern for the common good, churches can cooperate 
in redeeming the metropolis. Hence Church-as-Min- 
istry is the solution. The church as a servant of man 
and a gift of the Holy Spirit can proclaim and embody 
the promise of redemption and reconciliation in Christ, 
thus breaking the iron bars of suburban captivity. 


REFLECTING SOCIETY 


Many research studies support Winter’s charges. 
The trends he emphasizes were apparent by the first 
quarter of this century. They were accentuated during 
and since World War II. Protestantism reflects society, 
so each church takes on features of its neighborhood.

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YOUR MISSIONARY’S 
BEWILDERING 
DILEMMA 


This was written especially for missionaries and fraternal workers, 
but if you have any missionary interest at all, 
you will want to read it too.

Your missionary today faces a serious dilemma. Once he was a missionary in 
charge of a local church; now he is a fraternal worker under the control of a young 
national Church. He must shift gears. No longer is he the recognized leader; instead he 
takes orders from others who may be less qualified than himself. But this adjustment isn’t 
his most difficult problem. 

His real dilemma is in trying to reconcile in his own mind the discrepancy 
between what he has been led to believe the young new Church should be and what by 
personal experience he actually knows it to be. 

His mission board describes the newly independent national Churches as being 
“progressive and vigorous and spiritually vital.” Yet when he compares that flattering 
description with what he actually encounters in the young Church, a cold wave of doubt 
and discouragement sweeps over him. This is his real dilemma. 

Far from being strong and virile with a vital faith and spiritual power, the young 
Church is weak both morally and spiritually and still dependent on outside help. It is 
torn by internal divisions, jealousies and old tribal conflicts; it is unwilling to judge 
immorality among its members; it is a slave to old customs, habits and traditions, many 
of which are absolutely contrary to the Word of God. 

According to the mission board, the new Church has successfully passed the crucial 
test required of every indigenous Church before it can break the ties with the parent 
organization and call itself independent. It is now “self-governing, self-propagating 
and self-supporting,” they say.

But the fraternal worker notices with chagrin that, 
although there is great zeal in the Church to run its own 
affairs, there is a woeful lack of responsibility on the 
part of Church leaders. Many of the jobs which he 
formerly did as a missionary, the fraternal worker 
has to continue to do—or they just don’t get done. 
That the Church is “self-governing” but without re- 
sponsible leadership is his sad observation. 

The new Church is supposedly “self-propagating,” 
but he notices no real missionary vision or zeal to 
evangelize its own people. The new Church is sup- 
posedly “self-supporting,” but the fraternal worker 
knows that the financial program is largely based on 
financial aid and subsidies from the parent organiza- 
tion—not on the sacrificial giving of its members. 

And instead of his anticipated joyful cooperation 
with the leaders of the young Church, the leaders 
sometimes ignore the help he offers and at times even 
seem to resent his very presence. 


WHAT HAS GONE WRONG? 


What has gone wrong? Where is the transforming 
power of the gospel? Why don’t we have a strong evan- 
gelistic Church as the mission board describes? Why 
don’t we see more evidence of the working of the Holy 
Spirit? Whose fault is it? 

Maybe the young Church is failing because of his 
own failure to pray, preach, teach, work and live as he 
should have. So the fraternal worker blames himself 
and former missionaries for mistakes in policies and 
programs and he blames the mission board for short- 
sighted unrealistic decisions and attitudes. 

Next he feels that the problems he faces in his own 
Church are unique. Probably no other Church has 
these problems. Perhaps there is something inherently 
defective in his people. 

Finally he becomes discouraged. He wonders what, 
if anything, he is really accomplishing for the Lord by 
remaining where he is. Perhaps if he transferred to 
some other corner of the Lord’s vineyard the work 
wouldn’t be so hard, the people would be more re- 
sponsive to his efforts, he could see tangible results 
from his labor and he could conscientiously feel that 
the Lord was using him. 

Looking at the situation from a purely human stand- 
point, the fraternal worker may have ample grounds 
for his attitude. But looking at it from God’s viewpoint 
there can be no justification whatsoever for his pessi- 
mism. 

The first encouraging ray of hope is the realization 
that the problems which he faces in his own particular 
land are not unique. They are exactly the same prob- 
lems faced by every young Church in every country in 
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the world today and of every age and generation in the: 
past. Just as human nature and its basic sin problem 
have not changed, so the Church, which is made up of 
very human human beings, had the very same prob- 
lems when it first began 1900 years ago as it does to- 
day. 

As we carefully examine the experiences of Paul, we 
are amazed to see how the problems he faced as a mis- 
sionary and later as a fraternal worker so closely paral- 
lel the problems of the fraternal worker today. 

Take, for instance, the problem of sexual immorality. 
Fraternal workers are often appalled at the frequency 
of adultery among members of the young Churches. 
But Paul also faced this same problem. The whole 
fifth chapter of First Corinthians concerns a case of 
incest in the Church. In the next chapter Paul warns 
against adultery and fornication and visiting prostitutes. 

Legalism is a real problem in the young Churches— 
the tendency to emphasize the negative “Thou shalt 
nots” of the Law rather than the positive aspects of 
Christian living. But the problem of legalism in the 
Galatian Church was such a major headache for Paul 
that he wrote the whole book of Galatians primarily on 
that subject. 

Divisions and factions in the young Church, often 
based on old tribal jealousies and hatred, are distressing 
to the fraternal worker. But Paul too had his problems 
along this line in the Corinthian Church. He said to 
them, “Now I beseech you, brethren . . . that there be 
no divisions among you. . . . For it hath been declared 
unto me . . . that there are contentions among you” 
(I Cor. 1:10, 11). 


RACIAL BIAS 


Racial discrimination should never be a problem in 
any Church, but unfortunately every fraternal worker 
is aware of a certain amount of it. Paul was also dis- 
tressed by it, not so much in the young Churches but— 
of all places—in the mother Church at Jerusalem. He 
had to publicly rebuke the Apostle Peter for his in- 
excusable discrimination against the Gentile Christian 
brothers (Gal. 2:11-14). 

The fraternal worker is acutely conscious of the 
serious problems connected with marriage—the evil 
dowry system, polygamy, child brides, slave status of 
the wife, to mention only a few. The Corinthian Church 
1900 years ago had so many problems that they finally 
wrote to Paul, their fraternal worker, for his advice. 
The entire seventh chapter of First Corinthians is his 
answer. 7 

Failure to adequately support its evangelists and pas- 
tors causes much distress in the young Church. But 
Paul had to deal with the same problem in both the 








Corinthian Church (I Cor. 9:13, 14) and in the Gala- 
tian Church (Gal. 6:6). 

How could the church of Jesus Christ ever be guilty 
of failing to provide for its orphans, widows and poor 
Christian brethren? Yet the fraternal worker is aware 
daily of the lack of a sense of Christian brotherhood, 
sharing and compassion among the members of the 
young Church. But the early Church apparently was 
guilty on this score also, because Paul had to remind 
young Timothy of the Church’s responsibility to pro- 
vide for its widows (I Tim. 5:16). 

Paganism is a major problem. When pagan peoples 
are converted, one of their greatest temptations has 
always been to carry over their heathen practices of 
idolatry and witchcraft into the Christian Church. To 
see pagan rites being carried on at Christian funerals, 
or to see national Christians patronizing witchdoctors 
or even using charms or fetishes is not an uncommon 
experience for many fraternal workers. But the Co- 
rinthian Christians also battled this satanic evil. Paul 
had to instruct them in the principles involved in eat- 
ing meat offered to idols (I Cor. 8). Twice he had to 
warn them against flagrant idolatry (I Cor. 10:7, 14). 

These problems are admittedly serious. But they are 
really only outward symptoms of a far more serious and 
deep-seated internal disease. The great basic problem 
is a false concept of sin and lack of a sense of guilt. To 
the Christian emerging from a primitive culture, sin is 
not the violation of the law of a holy and righteous 
God—and thus deserving of death. Sin does not seem 
to create a sense of guilt before God in his heart. 

These people have no absolute standard of right and 
wrong based on God’s Word. An action is wrong or 
sinful only if the person happens to be caught or dis- 
covered doing it, or if it is frowned upon by his own so- 
ciety, or if he loses face by doing it. 

True repentance with godly sorrow and a definite 
turning from sin is a rare thing in the young Church in 
a primitive society. This lack of appreciation of the 
heinousness of sin in God’s sight is the major problem 
facing the young Churches today. Until the Holy Spirit 
brings real conviction of sin to the hearts of the people, 
followed by true repentance, the fraternal worker can 
expect little or no spiritual progress. 


GUILT FOR SIN 


If this sounds discouraging, take heart; the early 
Church also struggled with this same problem. Part of 
Paul’s intent in I Corinthians was to awaken a sense of 
guilt for their sin (which they obviously didn’t feel) 
and to lead them to a true repentance and godly sorrow 
(II Cor. 7:8-11). 

What fraternal worker hasn’t become discouraged by 


seeing a trusted Church leader fall away, drift off into 
polygamy or even into gross sin and be lost to the 
Church and to the cause of Christ! 

But not all leaders of the early Church were faith- 
ful either. Take Demas, for instance. Paul first men- 
tions him in the list of faithful fellowworkers who are 
standing by him in prison at Rome (Col. 4:7-14; Phile. 
24). But later Paul writes, “For Demas hath forsaken 
me, having loved this present world” (II Tim. 4:10, 
11). Yes, Paul too knew the bitter experience of faith- 
less fellowworkers. 

The problem felt most keenly by the young fraternal 
worker is to be ignored, not appreciated or even de- 
spised by the leaders of the young Church with whom 
he is working. 

Paul himself faced the same spiritual coldness, lack 
of response and rejection by the early Church. His 
early ministry was bright with promise. He had re- 
markable success. “He went over all the country of 
Galatia and Phrygia, strengthening all the disciples. . . 
so that all they which dwelt in Asia heard the word of 
the Lord Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. And God 
wrought special miracles by the hands of Paul. . . . So 
mightily grew the word of God and prevailed” (Acts 
18:23, 28; 19:10, 11, 20). 

But Paul, the fraternal worker, at the close of his 
ministry was rejected by the very Christian brethren he 
had personally introduced to the Lord. His tragic 
words: “This thou knowest, that all they which are in 
Asia be turned from me” (II Tim. 1:15)—in Asia, 
where only a few years before his efforts had been 
crowned with such success! But the crowning blow 
came during his trial in Rome. “At my first trial no on 
acted in my defense or took my part or even stood with 
me, but all forsook me. May it not be charged against 
them!” (II Tim. 4:16, Amp. N.T.). 

What was Paul’s attitude amid these terribly dis- 
couraging circumstances? Amazingly, he was not ready 
to give it all up as a bad job. On the contrary, in the 
same chapter that he tells of his rejection by the Asian 
Churches, he writes encouragingly, “For God hath not 
given us the spirit of fear; but of power, and of love, 
and of a sound mind” (II Tim, 1:7). What a pillar of 
strength and faith! 

Paul had a five point basic philosophy which saved 
him from becoming mired down in the Slough of De- 
spond. 

1) He was sure of his call. He was fully persuaded 
that he had not been arbitrarily appointed by the mis- 
sion board of his home Church, but that God Himself 
had called him and commissioned him to be a mission- 
ary (II Tim. 1:1, 9, 11). 

2) He realized that it was God’s work and not his 
own which he was called to do. It was God who had 
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placed him where he was. He served with his utmost 
for God’s highest, but he left the results in God’s hands! 

3) His mind dwelt on the successes—not the fail- 
ures—in the church. He was greatly encouraged by 
outstanding individual exceptions to the general rule of 
spiritual apathy, such as faithful Onesiphorus (II Tim. 
1:16-18). He knew that God had still preserved His 
“seven thousand who had not bowed the knee to Baal,” 
(I Kings 19:14, 18). 

4) Paul was confident that God’s ultimate purpose 
would be accomplished in spite of all satanic opposi- 
tion and discouragement. He knew that Christ had 
declared: “I will build my church; and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it” (Matt. 16:18). He had 
complete faith that nothing could thwart God’s final 
and perfect plan for His Church. 

5) He was certain of his own reward. Though the re- 
sults of his own work, judged from the human stand- 
point, were far from encouraging, he was absolutely 
confident that, since he had been faithful in carrying 
out God’s revealed will, God would ultimately reward 
him (II Tim. 4:6-8). 


ANY HOPE? 


But is there hope for the desperate situation? Can 
the fraternal worker do something in a practical way? 

What would the Apostle Paul say? 

The first essential—and by far the most important— 
is to pray. Paul prayed long for each of his Churches 
and for individual leaders. Undoubtedly, Timothy 
owed much to Paul’s prayers. Paul said, “I thank my 
God . . . that without ceasing I have remembrance of 
thee in my prayers night and day” (II Tim. 1:3). He 
encourage the young Churches by frequently assuring 
them of his constant prayers in their behalf (Rom. 1: 
9). 

Today’s fraternal worker must inform his praying 
friends of the real situation in the young Churches so 
that they can pray with him. Unfortunately, many 
home Churches feel that, since the young Churches are 
becoming independent, the battle has been won, all 
the problems are solved and there is really little need 
any more to pray or to be concerned. 

But, on the contrary, right now is the critical time. 
The gates of hell and the forces of Satan are striving as 
never before to crush the struggling new Churches. 
Now is the time to pray as never before. 

Secondly, Paul would say that the job of the fraternal 
worker is to faithfully preach and teach the Word. 
“Preach the Word,” he says (II Tim. 4:2). “Continue 
to command these things and to teach them... . Till I 
come, devote yourself to public and private reading, to 
exhortation—preaching and personal appeals—and to 
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teaching and instilling doctrine” (I Tim. 4:11, 13, . 
Amp. N.T.) God’s Word has not lost its power. And 
through the quickening power of the Holy Spirit, it 
shall bring desperately needed conviction of sin to the 
young Churches. 

Thirdly, Paul would exhort the fraternal worker 
to convince, correct and encourage his people. Listen to 
His words: “Herald and preach the Word! Keep your 
sense of urgency (stand by, be at hand and ready .. . 
whether it be welcome or unwelcome, you as a 
preacher of the Word are to show people in what way 
their lives are wrong) and convince them, rebuking and 
correcting, warning and urging and encouraging them, 
being unflagging and inexhaustible in patience and 
teaching” (II Tim. 4:2, Amp. N.T.). 

But the way in which it is done is all important! . 
Frequently the fraternal worker’s attempt to correct 
his national brothers fails dismally because of a harsh, 
critical or unloving attitude. Here is Paul’s magic rule 
for the fraternal worker: “The servant of the Lord 
must not be quarrelsome—fighting and contending. In- 
stead he must be kindly to everyone and mild- 
tempered—preserving the bond of peace; he must be a 
skilled and suitable teacher, patient and forbearing 
and willing to suffer wrong” (II Tim. 2:24, Amp. 
N.T.). 

Paul’s basic attitude toward the indigenous Church 
at Corinth was this: “And I will very gladly spend and 
be spent for you; though the more abundantly I love 
you, the less I be loved” (II Cor. 12:5). Just don’t 
expect any appreciation—and then there won’t be any 
disappointment. 

Lastly, Paul would tell the fraternal worker that he 
must be a living example to his people. Unless he lives 
and demonstrates his message day by day in his own 
life, his preaching, teaching and exhortations will fall 
on deaf ears. Paul advised Timothy: “Let no one de- 
spise or think less of you because of your youth, but be 
an example (pattern) for the believers, in speech, in 
conduct, in love, in faith and in purity” (I Tim. 4:12, 
Amp. N.T.). Peter too warns us to “feed the flock of 
God . . . neither as being lords over God’s heritage, but 
being examples to the flock” (I Pet. 5:23). 

In the final analysis what are the real reasons behind 
the discouragement and pessimism of the fraternal 
worker? Isn’t it really because he mistakenly fancies 
that his own problems are unique and that “far pas- 
tures are greener”? Isn’t it really injured pride on his 
part because of lack of appreciation? Isn’t it really lack 
of faith in God’s ability and final purpose in establish- 
ing His Church in the primitive countries of the world? 

Jesus Christ, the Lord of lords, is now building His 
Church—including the young Churches everywhere— 
and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it!

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WHAT HYMNS 


ARE GOOD °? 


If it’s in the church hymnal it must be good; that’s the fallacious reasoning of many church 


members. 


THOUSANDS OF HYMNS are sung weekly by millions of 
worshipers. Some are inexpressibly beautiful; others 
are incredibly poor. What makes a good hymn? What 
hymns are good? Let us look at a few of the dominant 
notes of good hymns. 

1. Good Hymns Are God-Centered, Not Man-Cen- 
tered; Objective in Scope, Not Subjective: 

“My God, how wonderful Thou art!” exclaims Faber, 
as he contemplates the Divine Majesty; and his cry is 
re-echoed by an infinity of worshiping singers the world 
around. He continues: 


“Only to sit and think of God, 
Oh, what a joy it is! 

To think the thought, to breathe the Name— 
Earth has no higher bliss!” 


St. Francis Xavier avers: 


“My God, I love Thee: not because 
I hope for heaven thereby, 

Nor yet because who love Thee not 
Are lost eternally .... 

. . - . 3 I love Thee, and will love, 
And in Thy praise will sing, 

Solely because Thou art my God, 
And my eternal King.” 


The same exultant joy in His being is accorded to 
the other members of the Godhead. “All hail the 
power of Jesus’ Name!” cries Edward Perronet; “Oh, 
for a thousand tongues to sing my great Redeemer’s 
praise!” exclaims Wesley; “Come, Holy Ghost, our 
souls inspire and lighten with celestial fire!” translates 
Bishop Cosin from a Latin prayer of the 9th century; 


Miss Clarkson, a teacher in the Ontario public school 
system, was the author of “Better Music—Better Teaching” 
(ETERNITY, Aug. ’58). 
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while Havergal exults: “To Thee, O Comforter Divine, 
sing we hallelujah!” 

The first requisite of a good hymn, then, is that it 
adore the Eternal Godhead for what He is; that it 
worship Him for His holiness, His wisdom, His justice, 
His goodness, His truth; that it seek to praise Him for 
His mighty acts of mercy and of grace—for creation, 
for preservation, for redemption, for guidance, pro- 
vision and care, for the hope of Glory; that it bring 
Him petition suitable to its theme. 

When mortal man enters into such a picture at all, 
it is to see Himself in the abysmal darkness of his sin- 
ful nature in the sight of such a God. Cries Thomas 
Binney at the vision of the Eternal Light: 


“Oh, how shall I, whose native sphere 
Is dark, whose mind is dim, 
Before the Ineffable appear, 
And on my naked spirit bear 
That uncreated Beam?” 


And John Mason, hearing the song of everlasting 
praise, cries from the depths of his own unworthiness: 


“Thousands of thousands stand around 
Thy Throne, O God most high; 
Ten thousand times ten thousand sound 

Thy praise: but who am I?” 


Such writers lose little time from the contemplation of 
God in singing overmuch of man, even redeemed man; 
little time is given to man’s feelings of peace and joy: 
the heart is fixed on the Eternal, and, while rejoicing 
sensibly in its salvation, forgets itself in hymning the 
great Redeemer. 

How different are our hymns of today! “I have 
peace, peace, wonderful peace;” “My heart is filled 
with joy;” “What rest is mine:” verse after verse of 
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countless contemporary songs goes no farther than to 
sing of man’s feelings, never thinking to soar to 


“. . . . Sing the characters He bears, 
And all the forms of love He wears, 
Exalted on His Throne”; 


to hymn that “Sweetness most ineffable in Whom all 
joys are found”; to “join all the glorious names of wis- 
dom, love and power” and find them all “too mean to 
sound His worth, too mean to set my Savior forth!” 

There is a place of course, for hymns of personal 
testimony; but our witness should be to what God is, 
what He has done, rather than to ourselves and our 
own petty feelings. 

Anna L. Waring sings of her joy and security in God 
in her hymn, “In Heavenly Love Abiding”: 


“Wherever He may guide me 
No want shall turn me back; 

My Shepherd is beside me, 
And nothing shall I lack. 

His wisdom ever waketh, 
His sight is never dim; 

He knows the way He taketh, 
And I will walk with Him.” 


Samuel Medley tells what God has done for his soul 
in a hymn whose whole burden is the loving kindness 
of God: 


“Awake, my soul, in joyful lays, 

To sing my great Redeemer’s praise! 
He justly claims a song from me: 
His lovingkindness, O how free!” 


Thus great souls bear testimony to the grace of God: 
they are forgotten; God is All in All. Good hymns are 
God-centered, whatever their form of expression may 
be. 

2. Good Hymns Are Theologically Sound. 

It is astonishing how many hymns in common use 
today contain theological untruths. Yet they are sung 
cheerfully by congregations who would rout theological 
error from their minister’s sermons in short order, who 
are often very quick to label other believers “liberal.” 

“The Old Rugged Cross” is such a song. Clinging to 
the old rugged cross will never save anyone. Our faith 
must be placed in the Christ of the Cross, in His death, 
resurrection, exaltation and present ministry for us. 
Waxing sentimental over an old rugged cross is infinite 
folly and eternal loss: yet how many thousands of 
Christians sing this and countless other similar songs 
in the complacent certainty that in so doing they are 
bringing God praise! 

Contrast Sparrow-Simpson’s lines on the Cross as 
found in Stainer’s Crucifixion: 
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“Cross of Jesus, cross of sorrow, 
Where the Blood of Christ was shed; 
Perfect Man on Thee has suffered; 
Perfect God on thee has bled.” 


Isaac Watts was not overcome with sentimentality 
when he gazed upon the cross, but rather, he exclaimed 
from a broken heart: 


“My richest gain I count but loss, 
And pour contempt on all my pride!” 


And Elizabeth Clephane saw and embraced the true 
meaning of the cross when she wrote: 


“T take, O cross, thy shadow 
For my abiding place; 

I ask no other sunshine than 
The sunshine of His face; 

Content to let the world go by, 
To know no gain nor loss, 

My sinful self my only shame, 
My glory, all, the cross.” 


Pastors and songleaders should take a long, sober 
look at the theology expressed in many of our familiar 
hymns and songs, and use only those which are abso- 
lutely true to the gospel. Satan has made greater inroads 
into our hymn books than many of us realize. 

3. Good Hymns, Besides Being Theologically Sound, 
Are Doctrinal in Content. 

So inseparable is true worship and praise from the 
great foundation truths of our faith that most good 
hymns, in some sense at least, are expositional. 

It is well that this is so. Preachers sometimes are 
more evangelists than teachers; some ride certain doc- 
trines to death to the exclusion of other important 
facets of truth; some do not go into the depths of scrip- 
tural exposition that they should. But the worshiping 
congregation with a good hymn book is constantly 
blessed by having the great. doctrines of faith and ex- 
perience pass before them in review; and thus truths 
may be kept vernal that might many times be forgot- 
ten. 

Thus we have the doctrine of the Trinity brought 
before us in many lovely hymns. Besides “Holy, Holy, 
Holy,” which should be sung in its entirety much more 
often than it is, we have Horatius Bonar singing: 


“Glory be to God the Father, 
Glory be to God the Son, 

Glory be to God the Spirit, 
Great Jehovah, Three in One.” 


The doctrine of prayer is beautifully set forth in 
Newton’s “Approach, My Soul, the Mercy Seat,” where 
he depicts the Christian soul coming to God, casting it- 
self on His mercy, relying on His promise, confessing 
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its own helplessness, finding shelter from the Accuser 
in the side of the Savior, then thanking Him for having 
made such a place of Refuge, where the Adversary 
may be withstood. 

The doctrine of good hymns is true to the Word of 
God, but also true to human experience. It does not 
claim for the Christian heights of bliss to which he has 
not attained. Thus, Walter Smith does not seek to hide 
the truth in his hymn, “One Thing I of the Lord De- 
sire.” Speaking of his longing for holiness, he admits 
frankly that the problem is not one he can solve him- 
self. 


“I watch to shun the miry way 

And stanch the spring of guilty thought; 
But, watch and wrestle as I may, 

Pure I am not.” 


Then he calls on the Lord to effect the cleansing, 
whether by water or by fire. 

How much more realistic are such hymns than those 
that glibly lay claim in exaggerated manner to the most 
sublime heights of fellowship known to the human 
soul, such as are experienced only by devout saints in 
their most selfless hours, as the daily, hourly, momen- 
tary, unceasing experience of hundreds of singers who 
may have never known such experiences at all! Yet 
such gross misrepresentations of the truth are with us 
on every hand. 

Similarly, the doctrine of good hymns is practical to 
a degree. Wesley expresses his longings for a heart to 
praise his God, and then calls on God to do the work: 


“Thy nature, gracious Lord, impart! 
Come quickly from above; 
Write Thy new Name upon my heart, 
Thy new, best Name of Love!” 


Richard Baxter, in that glorious hymn, “Ye Holy 
Angels Bright,” calls on angelic hosts, on the blessed 
dead, on the Church militant, to sound God’s praises, 
and then concludes succinctly: 


“My soul, bear Thou thy part: 
Triumph in God above, 
And with a well-tuned heart 

Sing thou the songs of love. 
Let all thy days 
Till life shall end, 
Whate’er He send, 
Be filled with praise.” 


Almost the whole duty of man is summed up in those 
scant eight lines. Truly good hymns are practical as 
well as uplifting. 

Again, the doctrine of Christian evangelism is found 
in good hymns in the highest and truest sense. Good 
missionary hymns are not content to chant over and 


over, “Bring them in!” or “Send the light!” They do not 
rely upon man and his pitiful though necessary en- 
deavors. Rather they grasp and embrace God’s great 
redemptive purposes, lay hold upon His promise of ul- 
timate triumph, and pray in accordance with His will. 

Knowing that the Holy Spirit is the only Energizer 
of Christian missions, John Marriott sings humbly: 


“Spirit of truth and love, 

Life-giving, holy Dove, 
Speed forth Thy flight! 

Move o’er the waters’ face, 

Bearing the lamp of grace; 

And in earth’s darkest place, 
Let there be light!” 


And Edward Bickersteth (For My Sake and the Gos- 
pels, Go), sees man’s missionary endeavor swallowed 
up in the triumph of the Cross when he looks to the 
Coming Savior: 


“He comes, whose advent trumpet drowns 
The last of time’s evangels, 
Emmanuel, crowned with many crowns, 
The Lord of saints and angels. 
O Life, Light, Love, the great I AM 
Triune, Who changest never, 
The Throne of God and of the Lamb 
Is Thine, and Thine forever!” 


In this certainty E. W. Shurtleff closes his great mis- 
sionary hymn, 


‘ “Lead on, O King Eternal! 
We follow, not with fears, 
For gladness breaks like morning 
Where’er Thy face appears: 
Thy Cross is lifted o’er us, 
We journey in its light; 
The crown awaits the conquest; 
Lead on, O God of might!” 


Good hymn writers cannot forget for a moment that 
the Christian is debtor to all mankind; and, while ever 
mindful of the believer’s sacrificial responsibility, they 
never forget that the victory, while certain, is His 
alone. 

4. Good Hymns Turn Heavenwards. 

Good hymns have a sense of the unity of believers of 
all ages, and delight in the communion of saints. Hymn 
writers, with something of the vision of the seer, have 
seen more clearly than most of us that the Church of 
God is one, and have rejoiced to take their place with 
the suffering, singing, warring, and triumphing saints 
universal. They give us a panoramic view of the scope 
of redemption, identifying themselves as readily with 
the saints of long ago as of today, with the saints in 
Heaven as with those on earth. Thomas Olivers thus 
recognizes the glorious truth of “one Lord, one faith, 
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one birth” in his great hymn based on a song of ancient 
Hebrew temple worship; 


“The God of Abraham praise, 
Who reigns enthroned above, 

Ancient of everlasting days 
And God of love. 

Jehovah, great I AM, 
By earth and heaven confessed, 

I bow and bless the sacred Name 
For ever blest!” 


And because of this unity of the Spirit, good hymns 
display a marked sense of pilgrimage, and delight to 
turn Heavenwards. They see the end from the begin- 
ning; they catch a sight of the Heavenly Throne and 
live, as pilgrims, in its strength. 

Infinitely lovely are the songs of home sung by pil- 
grim-hearted saints. Sings James Montgomery: 


“My Father’s house on high, 
Home of the soul, how near 
At times, to faith’s forseeing eye, 
Thy golden gates appear! 

Ah, then my spirit faints 
To reach the land I love, 

The bright inheritance of saints, 
Jerusalem above!” 


Isaac Watts has a choice stanza in his hymn, “We’re 
Marching to Zion”, regrettably lacking in most of our 
modern hymn books: 


“There shall we see His face, 
And never, never sin; 

There, from the fulness of His grace, 
Drink endless pleasures in.” 


Samuel Crossman pictures Heaven as “Jerusalem on 
High” . . . There he sees His Lord, the patriarchs, the 
Apostles, the martyrs, all safely gathered in, himself 
only lacking, and cries out: 


“Ah, me! ah, me! that I 
In Kedar’s tents here stay; 
No place like that on high: 
Lord, thither guide my way! 
Oh, happy place! 
When shall I be 
My God, with Thee, 
To see Thy face!” 


Good hymns sing often, and with deep love and 
longing, of the soul’s true Home! 
5. Good Hymns Are Beautiful. 

Good hymns are chaste and precise and lovely in 
expression. Their English is clear and concise. They 
are never pat, never glib, never extravagant, never 
sentimental, never trite. They speak beautifully, feel- 
ingly and with restraint of the things of the Spirit; they

do not transgress the limits of good taste in concept, ' 
language or music. They cannot give offence. 

Writing a hymn is not merely a matter of using 
rhyme and rhythm; it is a matter of looking on the face 
of God, of worshiping in His presence; of embracing 
His revealed will; of accepting His Cross; of living it 
out in daily life: then, having learned the discipline of 
good writing, with burning heart and all the skill of 
language it is possible to learn, to seek to sing of His 
grace. 

The hymn writers of the ages have not sought to 
write hymns; they have sought to know God; and, 
knowing Him, could not but sing. Theirs are the 
hymns that have lived through the centuries and it is 
this kind of hymn-writing of which we stand in need 
today if we are to contribute anything real to the- 
Church’s Treasury of Praise. 

Not many of us, however, will ever become hymn 
writers; but every one of us can learn, individually and 
corporately, to worship God through the best of the 
shining heritage of hymnology that is already ours. Let 
us seek to find and to know and to love the best in 
Christian praise, and having found it, to have done 
forever with lesser things!

Content

If you don’t have a four-bedroom ranch home, a two-tone convertible and a summer cottage, you’re denying 
your family the necessities of life. At least that’s what modern advertising would lead you to believe. 


A NEWSPAPER cartoon showed a father pointing to 
his 10- or 12-year-old son and saying, “When 
I was his age, I had a broomstick for a horse, but he 
has to have a palomino with a hand-carved saddle.” 

We often lament that it takes more (and more and 
more) material things to satisfy our kids. For child- 
hood or any other age, the lost art of contentment is 
one of the tragedies of our times. 

Madison Avenue hucksters have succeeded too, too 
well. If you don’t have a California rambler, a Cadillac 
convertible, and a Clear-Lake summer cottage, you just 
haven’t arrived; you ought to be ashamed of yourself, 
denying your family all these necessities of life; why, 
you’re hardly fit to associate with decent folks. 

How can you be content today, when somebody 
always has a bigger house or bank account, a better 
car or furnishings? Caught in that vicious circle, 
by the time you reach A’s car (TV, clothes, house), 
you’ve dropped behind B in another area. Everybody 
has neighbors, except perhaps lighthouse keepers, and 
everybody is caught in the “mad American scramble 
to ‘keep up with the Joneses,’ ” as the Chicago Tribune 
put it recently. And a spendthrift, of course, is a 
neighbor who makes more than you do. 

Much of this, sadly, has crept into Christian circles. 
Christians are commanded, “Be content with such 
things as ye have” (Heb. 13:5). From a rat-ridden Ro- 
man dungeon, Paul could say, “I have learned, in 
whatsoever state I am, therewith to be content” (Phil.

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4:11). We all know and quote these precious prom- 
ises, but sometimes alongside the neighbor’s new fur 
coat or Fairlane, they lose their punch for us. 

A Christian worker with a long record of money 
difficulties applied for another new multi-purpose loan 
to sweep all his debts and deficits under one financial 
rug. Embarrassed, he had to explain that this time 
there had simply been too much “keeping up with 
the Joneses.” 

This young man still has a chance to work out of 
the morass of debts, carry on his service for the 
Lord, and maybe some day become solvent. But how 
about the Christian workers wrecked on financial reefs 
of time, often because they were never satisfied with 
what they had and went beyond what they could af- 
ford? 

When I left home to make my way in the business 
world, my grandfather gave me some sound advice: 
“Income $900, expenses $1,000—unhappiness; income 
$1,000, expenses $900—happiness.” The principle is 
even more true today; the figures would have to be 
upgraded for inflation, of course. 

Maybe we can’t all be like Carnation’s contented 
cows, placidly chewing their cuds, oblivious to taxes, 
inflation, and all the other perennial problems we 
face. But we can regain, or capture for the first time, 
the lost sense of contentment. 

There is a certain spiritual grace that enables one 
to be satisfied, like Paul, with whatever he has or 
doesn’t have. A visitor at the Bible institute was im- 
pressed when the students sang before their meal the 
beautiful hymn, “Where He Leads Me I Will Fol- 
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low.” Then they sat down, and proceeded to complain 
bitterly about everything on the table. Opined the 
guest, “You ought to sing, ‘What He Feeds Me I Will 
Swallow.’ ” 

Of course in this life there are great inequalities, 
for many reasons. If you don’t accept and adjust to 
this basic fact, you’re bound to be distressed with 
discontent. One young fellow I know has a much 
nicer home than many a man twice his age. He’s not 
wealthy, but he got a good buy on an old place that 
didn’t even have running water. He spent a lot of 
hard work and money fixing it up, but did have 
much family help in the process. 

Perhaps there is no more classic example of in- 
equality than Leah and Rachel. These sisters had 
unequal opportunities, and throughout life Leah strove 
for but never experienced the love and affection Rachel 
seemed to enjoy automatically. Why do some receive 
so much of the good things of life and others so very 
little? 

It isn’t easy to see someone else wallowing in 
fame, fortune, fanfare, and fun, while we have to do 
without, or at best get along with slim pickings. But 
we need to remember that there are always others 
who are worse off, and that after all, God’s wonderful 
promises (such as Rom. 8:28 and I Thess. 5:18) 
are still true. We are to be thankful, and like Paul, 
contented in whatever state we find ourselves. 


THE MAD RUSH 


So many young people are discontented because 
they are in a mad rush to get house, car, etc., and 
keep up with Bill and Mary in the process. They for- 
get that their parents and other elders usually struggled, 
slaved, and saved for years to get those luxuries and 
get out of debt (greatest luxury of all). Many older 
‘people are still struggling, slaving, and saving, or try- 
ing to save. Anyone who is too anxious to get all these 
things overnight, forgetting that for others such ac- 
quisitions came gradually, will become a victim of 
discontent. Some are so anxious that in the last few 
years there seems to have been an unusual epidemic 
of embezzlements—in hospitals, banks, etc.—by .““good 
church members”! 

While modern progress and publicity have unleashed 
powerful new passions for material things, I don’t 
believe that merely going back to the horse and buggy 
age would make us all more satisfied and sanctified. 
But most of those who remember the earlier days 
would probably declare that when people had much 
less worldly possessions, they were happier. “A man’s 
life consisteth not in the abundance of the things 
which he possesseth” (Luke 12:15). 

Of course it’s not wrong per se to improve your 
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lot by education, investments, or other legitimate: 
means; deliberately to turn down such opportunities 
would hardly be good stewardship or good sense. But 
it’s that continual craving of more material things, 
that gnawing dissatisfaction because somebody else 
has this or that, which leads to frustration and un- 
happiness. 

The root of all this trouble lies in the sin of covet- 
ousness so widespread today, even among Christians. 
The more we have, the more we want—and what a 
vicious circle that is! One sign of the perilous times 
in the last days is that men are, among other things, 
covetous (II Tim. 3:2). Was there ever a time when 
so many coveted so much and were so unhappy in the 
process? D. L. Moody said, “Would to God we might 
all be able to say with Paul, ‘I have coveted no man’s 
silver or gold or apparel.’ ” 

It seems that a colored man had at last realized 
his life-long ambition, a brand new Cadillac, only 
to learn from the doctor that he was not long for this 
world. In settling up his affairs, he stipulated that he 
was to be buried in his new car. (Who said you 
couldn’t take it with you?) 

The bulldozer had unearthed a huge portion of the 
cemetery, and a crane was lowering the Cadillac 
into the ground, its late owner’s earthly remains 
propped up behind the steering wheel. A friend stood 
by, evidently one who hadn’t yet arrived at the 
number one success symbol in a nation of status 
seekers. Intently he watched as the great car slowly 
sank into the grave, then exclaimed, wide-eyed, “Man, 
dat ‘a living’!” So far down the road toward worshiping 
material things have many gone. 


When you look at others with their lands and gold, 
Think that Christ has promised you His wealth untold; 
Count your many blessings, money cannot buy 

Your reward in heaven nor your home on high. 


It’s impossible to ignore completely others who do 
have lands and gold, stocks, and bonds; however, keep 
these things in the right perspective, and you'll be 
well on the way to true contentment. 

Contentment goes beyond the concept of mere ma- 
terial things, to spiritual considerations. Fanny Crosby, 
blinded as a baby because of a doctor’s bungling 
treatment, wrote her first poem at 8: 


Oh, what a happy child I am 
Although I cannot see! 

I am resolved that in this world 
Contented I will be. 


How many blessings I enjoy 
That other people don’t 
So weep or sigh because I’m blind 
I cannot nor I won’t!

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AS STRANGE AS it may sound, never 
in the history of Cuba has there been 
a more favored time to evangelize, nor 
more receptive hearts to receive the 
message, than at present. 

But how long this will last, no one 
can tell. 

Despite the fact that almost all 
American missionaries have left the 
island of Castro’s revolution, the na- 
tional church carries on. Although 
Cuban Christians are aware that the 
advent of Communism inevitably 
means persecution for the true be- 
liever in Christ, they are making the 
most of their opportunities. 

In a check of evangelical work in 
Cuba, ETERNITY editors found that 
all denominations reported excellent 
interest in the gospel on the part of 
the people and little if any direct in- 
tervention with the gospel on the part 
of the government. 

Churches are well attended with at 
least a ten per cent increase reported. 
One report from western Cuba men- 
tioned more than 5,000 conversions in 
recent months. Radio work is carried 
on without interference on nearly a 
dozen radio stations. 

In central and eastern portions of 
the island evangelistic campaigns on a 
city-wide basis are enjoying amazing 
success. More than 1,000 reportedly 
responded during a week’s campaign 


Attendance is over 1,000 every night.

in Oriente Province. Even more sur- 
prisingly, the press, radio and local 
authorities are backing the campaigns. 

The only problem in regard to Scrip- 
ture distribution is in finding enough 
Bibles and testaments to distribute. 

During the recent invasion of Cuba, 
a Southern Baptist missionary and a 
national pastor traveled 250 miles dis- 
tributing Scripture portions. 

“We took with us a box of gospels 
of Mark to give out. We had not gone 
far when we were stopped by militia. 
They asked us to open the trunk of 
the car. We complied and gave each of 
the men a gospel,” the missionary re- 
ported. 

“We were stopped more than 30 
times, and in each group there were 
from three to six men. Invariably they 
accepted the gospels. At least twice we 
were asked for additional gospels for 
others nearby.” 

Another missionary reported, “Peo- 
ple everywhere are eager and hungry 
for God’s Word.” 

Florent Toirac of Spanish-World 
Gospel Broadcasting is broadcasting 
over the CMQ network from coast to 
coast in Cuba. Strangely enough, the 
CMQ network had long been closed 
to the gospel, but with Castro’s revo- 
lution, evangelical broadcasters are al- 
lowed on the air. 

Toirac reports, “The result has been 
beyond expectation.” A mailing office 
in Havana is kept busy answering cor- 
respondence and sending out New 
Testaments to those who request them. 

The hardest blows to evangelical 
work in Cuba has been the nationali- 
zation of Christian schools. Even 
those that had been meeting in church 
buildings have been taken over by the 
government. Of course, the Roman 
Catholic Church suffered from this 
move far greater than Protestant 
forces. 

In addition, the Castro government 
has been encouraging work on Sunday 
and this has caused some division in 
the evangelical church. 

Cuban evangelicals are well aware 
that perilous times lie ahead of them. 
But now they stand in a unique posi- 
tion. The Roman Catholic Church 
which long controlled the economy of 
Cuba is now out of power, and this al- 
lows freedom to the evangelicals that 
they had not known before.

But they are also aware of the char- 
acter of Communism, and that Com- 
munism has never shown any love for 
any religion which it cannot com- 
pletely dominate. Cuban Christians 
are in need of prayer—prayer for wis- 
dom, prayer for courage, prayer for 
strength. 

How long they can enjoy freedom 
to preach the gospel, they do not know, 
but they must do all they can in the 
few brief moments that they have. 

As missionary broadcaster Florent 
Toirac says, “This is no time for frus- 
tration and pessimism; it is still time 
to press on and do all that is within 
our power even to the point of self 
sacrifice, if it is necessary.” 


Russian Orthodox Apply for 
W.C.C. Membership 


High officials and delegates of the 
World Council of Churches have a hot 
potato on their hands. 

As members of the U.S. Conference 
of that organization gathered recently 
for their annual meeting at Buck Hill 
Falls, Pa., they learned that the 
Russian Orthodox Church had made 
formal application for membership. in 
the W.C.C. 

The application will be acted upon 
in the Council’s Third Assembly 
scheduled to begin in New Delhi, 
India, November 18, along with ap- 
plications from at least eight more 
churches, including two Pentecostal 
churches in Chile. 

Dr. Franklin Clarke Fry, chairman 
of the WCC’s Central Committee, 
said that the Russian church had been 
invited to join the Council back in 
1948 when the world ecumenical or- 
ganization was launched at its First 
Assembly. 
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For the WCC to refuse membership 
to the Russian church would be op- 
posed to the Council’s basic views of 
ecumenicity which includes the in- 
clusivistic principle of fellowship with 
all churches which “accept our Lord 
Jesus Christ as God and Savior.” 

But realistically the application cre- 
ates problems for the Council which 
has been under fire constantly for be- 
ing soft on Communism. Furthermore, 
certain U.S. groups have declared that 
the Russian church is a part of the 
Red apparatus. 

In the same conference it was an- 
nounced that assurances had come 
from the Vatican that the Roman 
Catholic Church would be sending six 
observers to the Assembly. 


Pierce Faces Opposition 


The Tokyo Christian Crusade, 
headed by World Vision’s Bob Pierce, 
began amid extreme opposition in 
early May. Yet thousands of Japanese 
were responding to the evangelistic in- 
vitation and Akiji Kurumada, modera- 
tor of the Evangelical Federation of 
Japan, termed the response ‘“miracu- 
lous.” 

For months prior to the Crusade, 
one Japanese pastor had waged an all- 
out offensive against the Crusade, 
charging that city officials had no 
right to permit the use of their metro- 
politan gymnasium for an evangelistic 
campaign. Leftist elements in labor 
took up his cause, and controversy was 
widely reported by the Japanese press. 
Charges were hurled that the Crusade 
was “being held for the clear purpose 
of prometing the Security Treaty.” A 
leading Tokyo newspaper suddenly be- 
gan serializing Elmer Gantry. 

As the Crusade came to a close in 
early June, the aggregate attendance 
neared 200,000 and about 8,000 had 
responded to the evangelistic invitation. 


Culture and/or Christianity 


A Nigerian churchman, E. A. Adeolu 
Adegbola, recently warned that Chris- 
tianity’s identification with Western 
culture poses critical problems for the 
continuing spread of the faith in 
Africa. He was speaking at the annual 
meeting of the United States Con- 
ference for the World Council of 
Churches. 

The Church in Africa, he said, is 
“confronted with the task of discover- 
ing how the gospel can be proclaimed 
in such a way as to present it not 
simply as an ingredient of a foreign 
civilization which a man may or may 
not adopt for himself, but as the Word 
of God, the word which demands a 
verdict, a Yes or No from man to 
God.” 

A major difficulty, he said, is how to 
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avoid preaching the gospel as an al- 
ternative to Communism. When we do 
this, he said, we place “Jesus Christ 
on the same pedestal with Karl Marx 
and equate the Kingdom of God with 
the era of the proletariat.” 


NAE Promotes Bible Study 

Meeting in Grand Rapids, Mich., 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals approved the launching of a na- 
tionwide campaign to “return the 
Bible to the heart of the nation” and 
authorized the formation of a Theo- 
logical Study Commission. 

The nationwide campaign will call 
for family Bible reading, a return to 
Bible exposition in evangelical preach- 
ing and promotion of the use and dis- 
tribution of the Bible, It will also chal- 
lenge Americans to read the Bible 
“from cover to cover” in 1962. 

The Study Commission is planned 
to include theologians from various 
denominations and will examine such 
subjects as authority, the nature of 
the church, the place of the word of 
God and the mission of the church in 
today’s world. 


South African Churches Withdraw 
The Synod of the Dutch Reformed 
Church of the Transvaal—biggest of 
the Dutch Reformed bodies of South 
Africa—voted to resign immediately 
from the World Council of Churches. 
The decision came just three weeks 
after similar action by the smaller 
Dutch Reformed Church of Africa. 

The Synod’s decision left only the 
Dutch Reformed Church of the Cape 
Province represented in the World 
Council, and there is a strong agita- 
tion for it also to leave the Council 
due to its severe criticism of the racial 
segregation policies in force in the 
Union of South Africa. 


Catholics Keep on Growing 

In the latest figures released by the 
Roman Catholic Church, there are 
now 42 million Catholics in the United 
States. This is nearly a 50% increase 
over their membership ten years ago. 

Although the total membership was 
higher than ever before, there was a 
drop for the year in infant baptisms, 
converts, and marriages. 

Total Protestant membership at the 
present time is about 63 million, 
which is about a 25% increase over 
Protestant membership ten years ago. 


Khrushchev “Most Translated” 
According to the Manchester 
Guardian, Nikita Khrushchev was the 
“most translated author” of the past 
year. He was closely followed by 
Lenin. 
The Bible, which had been “the 


most translated” for many previous 
years, was in third place, followed by 
Tolstoy, Jules Verne, Dostoievsky and 
Agatha Christie. Shakespeare came in 
eighth. % 

Not one American writer and only 
two English writers, Agatha Christie 
and Shakespeare, were on the list. 


Christian Films Honored 

“Windows of the Soul,” a film pro- 
duced by Moody Films, was named 
the Best Film of the Yegr by the Na- 
tional Evangelical Film Foundation in 
Glenside, Pa. It was also honored in 
the Best Camera Work category. 

Other films which won honors were 
“Teen-age Crusade” (Family), “Indict- 
ment” (Missions Visualized), “Awaken- 
ing Village” (Missions Visualized), 
“Land of the Bible Series” (Family), 
and “Concept” (Iverson Ford). 


Scholarships for Psychs 

The Narramore Christian Founda- 
tion of Pasadena, Calif., has an- 
nounced that scholarships. will be 
made available next September for 
college graduates interested in work- 
ing towards a Master’s or Doctor’s 
degree in psychology. 

“The idea of the scholarships,” says 
Dr. Clyde Narramore, founder-director 
of NCF, “is to help educate and place 
born-again Christian psychologists in 
our public schools across America.” 


Colleges Accredited 

Two more Christian colleges joined 
the ranks of accredited schools re- 
cently. Both were originally junior 
colleges which have expanded to a 
four year program. The schools are 
Los Angeles Pacific College and North 
Park College of Chicago. 

Los Angeles Pacific College was 
founded in 1903 and became a four- 
year institution in 1954. North Park, 
a school of the Evangelical Covenant 
Church of America, was founded in 
1891. 


New Station in Uruguay 

The World Radio Missionary Fel- 
lowship, which operates Radio Station 
HCJB in Quito, Ecuador, has recently 
purchased a long-wave station in 
Montevideo, Uruguay. It expects to 
begin broadcasting there early in 1962. 


In the Beginning 

Six British scientists have announced 
their discovery of new facts showing 
that the universe had a definite be- 
ginning. “How it all began fits in with 
Bible story,” headlined one London 
evening newspaper. Another quoted 
the opening words of the Bible: “In 
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the beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth.” 

The scientists (of Mullard Observa- 
tory, Cambridge) declared that the 
current “steady state” theory—con- 
stant creation of new stars in space from 
hydrogen atoms—was wrong. 


Investigate Graduates 


An investigation on the readiness of 
Bible college graduates for seminary 
work was recently conducted by the 
Accrediting Association of Bible Col- 
leges in cooperation with 11 semin- 
aries. It shows, AABC reports, “that 
graduates from Bible colleges generally 
achieve as well scholastically as stu- 
dents coming from liberal arts col- 
leges and universities.” 

In the survey the scholastic records 
in Grade Point Averages of 127 sem- 
inary graduates who had all of their 
undergraduate work in Bible colleges 
were compared with the records of 
154 men who took their pre-seminary 
work in liberal arts colleges. Over 
50,000 credit hours went into the com- 
pilations. 

The study also showed that students 
coming from Christian liberal arts col- 
leges and Bible colleges do _ better 
work than those with secular education 
in state universities and those who 
major in such fields as engineering in 
which little or no pre-theological prep- 
aration is given. Students from ac- 
credited Bible colleges do somewhat 
better than those from non-accredited 
schools although superior students and 
schools are found in the non-accredited 
class. Evidence indicates, AABC 
spokesmen maintain, that some Bible 
colleges need to strengthen their gen- 
eral education courses to fully qualify 
students for seminary studies. 


Science Replaces Religion 


Sixty-five per cent of the students 
at Stevens Institute of Technology 
have put aside their religious beliefs 
because they think such beliefs are in- 
compatible with science, according to 
the Rev. Theodore R. Smith, Jr. Smith, 
interdenominational religious adviser 
on campus, based his statement on a 
survey he made at the school over the 
last three years. 

As reported by the New York 
Times, of a total of 1,100 students, 
Mr. Smith declared that no more than 
50 take part in the programs of the 
three campus religious organizations 
—the Newman Club for Roman Cath- 
olic students, the Stevens Christian 
Fellowship for conservative Protes- 
tants and the Christian Roundtable 
for moderate and liberal Protestants. 

Forty-five per cent of the students 
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indicated that they had a Catholic 
background, 43% Protestant and 10% 
Jewish. The percentage of students 
who have turned from these back- 
grounds, Smith found, is higher at 
Stevens a science and engineering 
school, than at a liberal arts college 
where he formerly did counseling. 
Smith, a Methodist minister, sug- 
gested the following reason for this 
growing agnosticism. “Many fellows 
enter the field of science thinking 
they have to be completely objective. 
They feel they will have to give up 
religion because it can’t be proved or 
disproved. They overlook the fact that 


even in science there are a number of 
presuppositions that can be neither 
proved nor disproved. For instance, 
the idea that we live in an orderly 
universe, that can’t be proved.” 


Archeology and Abimelech 


The spade of the archeologist con- 
tinues to verify the historic facts of 
the Bible. Harvard University has re- 
cently reported to the New York 
Times that the date of Abimelech’s 
reign has been established. Though the 





THE RISE AND FALL OF A SAINT 


Philomena Loses Out 


In April “Saint” Philomena lost her 
“sainthood.” Richard Cardinal Cush- 
ing of Boston, on his way to dedicate 
a new St. Philomena Roman Catholic 
Church at Dover, Mass., shuffled 
through some papers. Suddenly he was 
confronted with the edict from “higher 
up”: Philomena was not a saint after 
all. The shocked crowd, gathered for 
the festive occasion of dedication 
heard the prelate officially name their 
new edifice “The Church of the Most 
Precious Blood,” and Philomena’s 
stained-glass likeness above the altar 
had to be taken down and replaced. 

What is the story back of this star- 
tling action which has so disturbed 
Roman Catholics, particularly those 
who bear the baptized name of Philo- 
mena, and pastors of churches named 
for the “ex-saint?” The official explan- 
ation offered by the Roman Church is 
that there actually was a holy person 
known as Philomena; her feast-day in 
Roman martyrology is July 5. But 
“Saint” Philomena (feast-day, August 
11) was never properly canonized by 
the Church. Her remains were found 
in 1802 in a catacomb, misleading 
many people into believing they had 
found the relics of an early martyr. 

In 1859, the Curé d’Ars (died 1859) 
promoted veneration of this virgin of 
the catacombs. Others took up the 
cause after his death, popularizing 
“Saint” Philomena. Shrines began to 
appear in various parts of the world. 
All of this enthusiasm, however, was 
generated without archaeological proof 
of the girl’s origin—and without a full 
canonization procedure. As early as 
1904, the Church’s leading archaeo- 
logical authority on Roman catacomb 
discoveries denied the authenticity of 
the relics. But this “negative thinking” 
was overlooked in the swell of Philo- 
mena veneration. 


A number of pertinent questions 
have been raised by the Catholic 
Church’s action in eliminating Philo- 
mena from its list of “approved” 
saints. Catholics—particularly nuns— 
who have been baptized with, or have 
chosen, the name of Philomena now 
wonder about their status. Canon Law 
(761) demands that a Christian name, 
possibly that of a saint be used for 
baptism. Now that this girl of the 
catacombs has lost her sainthood, 
what does that do to the faithful who 
bear her name in good faith? The 
Church says that this is no problem, 
for “the name (Philomena) is a good 
Christian one, regardless of whether 
it was ever the name of a saint.” But 
it remains for the Holy See to clarify 
the matter of future use of the name 
Philomena for baptism purposes. Con- 
fusion reigns! 

What about diocesan church calen- 
dars which already carry Philomena’s 
feast day for August 11? In subsequent 
years, this can be deleted, of course, 
but it will seem peculiar to have a non- 
existent saint listed on St. Philomena’s 
Day this year. 

Perhaps the greatest embarrassment 
arises in the realm of prayers to the 
saints, a Roman Catholic teaching. 
What has happened to all the prayers 
of the faithful through the years ad- 
dressed to—or through—Philomena? 
If she is not a saint, by Roman stand- 
ards, then how can she have heard the 
numerous petitions of Catholics? 
Where have all the prayers gone since, 
by Roman Catholic teaching, prayers 
may be addressed to the saints, or to 
God through the saints? Did they all 
end up in the “dead letter office” of 
Heaven? This is a very real problem 
now for Catholics. 

The Catholic Church offers a solu- 
tion to the dilemma, although it really 
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reign of the monarch was brief, it is

Abimelech touched off a revolution 
in the ancient city of Shechem when 
he tried to establish himself as Israel’s 
first king (Judges 9:45). 

A team of scholars working in the 
largest archeological project in the 
Holy Land believes that this estab- 
lished date is a part of the 4,000 year 
record of Shechem’s life which they 
hope to uncover as they excavate a 25 
acre mound in Jordan.

is not satisfactory. Rev. Francis J. 
Connell, C.SS.R., of Holy Redeemer 
College, Washington, D.C., has this 
to say: “there is no need for anyone 
to be disturbed or to question the 
usefulness of prayers and devotions 
of the past 150 years . . . in honor 
of St. Philomena. These countless 
prayers and novena devotions were 
directed to God, albeit through a non- 
existent saint.” 

This explanation raises more ques- 
tions than it answers. Countless 
prayers were addressed to God through 
St. Philomena for so many years. If, 
as Father Connell now assures us, 
they reached God, even though Saint 
Philomena did not exist, one is very 
tempted to ask: what then is the use 
of saints? Why address prayers to God 
through saints? This is the long way 
around. If God hears prayers directly 
whether a saint exists or not, why 
bother with saints? Why not come to 
Him directly in the biblical way— 
through His Son, Jesus Christ? Jesus 
once said, “No one comes to the 
Father except through me” (John 
14:6). 

Of course, this whole episode has 
also served to point out once ‘again 
what Scripture has taught all along. 
Every believer in Christ is a_ saint, 
without any “sainthood” mechanics. 
But being a saint does not afford any 
special influence with God, nor does 
it imply any particular holiness of 
character of the one declared a saint. 
It is simply God’s announcement of 
what He knows will ultimately be true 
in His redeemed. Sainthood is based, 
not on human merit, but divine grace. 
God sees in principle, in His own at 
the commencement of their Christian 
lives, what will be there in fact at the 


end of the earthly pilgrimage? Thus, 


He declares a Christian to be a saint; 
then, He sets about all through life 
making him saintly. 

The biblical Christian does not need 
canonization by a church. Every 
Christian has already been “canon- 
ized” by God in Christ through the 
Holy Spirit. 
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vard Divinity. School, Drew Uni- 
versity, and McCormick Theological 
Seminary. These scholars are working 
in cooperation with the American 
School of Oriental Research. 

Shechem flourished in ancient 
Egyptian and ancient biblical times. 
The city was a stronghold of an em- 
pire ruled from Egypt when Abraham 
and Jacob visited it during their 
travels through the land. During this 
period the inhabitants of the city first 
built a fortress and a wall 35 feet 
high surrounding the city. In the wall 
were included two great city gates. 

The temple fortress in Shechem de- 
stroyed by Abimelech was first un- 
covered by a German expedition in 
1926. The building was about 70 or 
85 feet with walls 17 feet thick. Fol- 
lowing the German discovery of the 
building, its purpose and date became 
controversial. But the leaders of the 
new expedition believed that the tem- 
ple is the site destroyed by Abimelech 
and that the time of his reign has been 
pin pointed at about 1150 B.C. 


Prayerful Consultations 


Dr. James E. Wagner, president of 
the Evangelical & Reformed Church, 
recently called on the National Coun- 
cil of Churches to initiate a series of 
quiet, unpublicized, prayerful consul- 
tations aimed at restoring confidence 
and communication between what he 
defined as “classical orthodoxy” and 
more “liberal orthodoxy.” 

He continued: “Let our publications 
be so clearly grounded in the Bible 
and in biblical faith, so patiently in- 
terspersed with pertinent Bible refer- 
ences, that he who runs may read and 
the wayfaring man, though a fool, 
may readily discern that we are no 
less ‘people of the Book’ than are 
those who so stridently claim that they 
are, and they alone.” 

The occasion was the meeting of 
the 250-member, policy-making Gen- 
eral Board of the National Council.

or to follow us. We ask you to look 
at Jesus Christ. We are speaking for 
Him, not for ourselves. We ask you 
whether there is any event in all 
history other than His Cross which 
can be the place of reconciliation for 


all mankind. We ask whether there is 
any other event in all history where 
the ultimate issues between man and 
his Maker were exposed and settled. 
We preach Him as the one Savior for 
all mankind.” 

But is it not natural that the ques- 
tioner should immediately reply: “Yes, 
that is what you say; but it is not what 
you believe. For if you believed it, you 
would yourselves have found it true. 
You would have found in Jesus a cen- 
ter of unity deep enough and strong 
enough to overcome your natural di- 
visions and to bring you together as 
one family. If you really believed that 
the Name of Jesus is the one name 
under which all mankind is to be en- 
rolled, you would yourselves have 
found that Name sufficient. But, in 
fact, you add all sorts of other names. 
Evidently you yourselves do not find 
in Him the secret that you are offering 
to us.” 

That is a challenge which you can- 
not evade if you are going to go on 
preaching the gospel. That is why it is 
in the mission field that the sense of 
shame about disunity has been most 
powerfully at work. It was from the 
mission fields that the demand for 
Christian unity came. It was among 
missionaries that the denominational 
barriers were first overleaped, and it 
was the great world missionary con- 
ference of 1910 that created the mod- 
ern movement for Christian unity. The 
unity of Christ’s people, for which He 
prays, is a unity “that the world may 
know that thou hast sent me and hast 
loved them even as thou lovest me.” 
It is a unity for the sake of the world, 
the world which God made and loves 
and for which He sent His Son. 

These words of our Lord’s prayer 
tell us that there are two things which 
the world is expected to recognize 
from the unity of Christians. 

(1) It is to recognize that Jesus has 
been sent by God. The world is to 
recognize in the Christian fellowship 
a supernatural unity, a unity which 
transcends all the usual human group- 
ings and parties, a unity which is the 
visible proof of the fact that at the 
heart of the Christian fellowship there 
is none other than the Apostle of God 
Himself; that Jesus is not the name of 
one of the great human religious 
leaders, but the name of Him who has 
been sent by the Creator and Ruler of 
all as His plenipotentiary for the sake 
of men. 

(2) The world is to recognize in 
the Church that in its life the love of 
almighty God is actually known and 
experienced. The love of God, the 
supernatural reality for which the New 
Testament used the Greek work agape 
instead of any of the ordinary words 
for human love, is a love which goes 
beyond any human love and overleaps 
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every human barrier and creates a 
new kind of fellowship in which men 
are reborn as members of one family. 
It is this new reality which the world 
is to recognize in the Church. 

During my visits to the hundreds of 
small villages in my old diocese in 
South India, I was often asked to 
speak to non-Christians of the village 
just before going into the village 
church to conduct a service with the 
Christian congregation. I have often 
stood at the door of a little church, 
with the Christian congregation seated 
on the ground in the middle and a 
great circle of Hindus and Muslims 
standing around. As I have opened 
the Scriptures and tried to preach the 
Word of God to them, I have always 
known that my words would only 
carry weight, would only be believed,

if those standing around could recog- 
nize in those sitting in the middle that 
the promises of God were being ful- 
filled; if they could see that this new 
community in the village represented 
a new kind of body in which the old 
divisions of caste and education and 
temperament were being transcended 
in a new form of brotherhood. If they 
could not see anything of the kind, 
they would not be likely to believe. 

Today the world has been shrunk to 
the dimensions of a village. The old 
separation of cultures has been broken 
down, and all nations and races are 
crowded together in closer and closer 
contact. In the middle of this world 
God has set His Church as His wit- 
ness. He expects His Church to be 
recognizable as His family. He ex- 
pects that the glory which He gave 
to His Son, and which has been given 
to us, will be visible to the world in 
the common life of a redeemed 
brotherhood. He expects that the 
world will be able to recognize that 
the Church is the place where His 
love is actually at work drawing to- 
gether into one Body men of every 
sort and kind. 

Because we disappoint that expec- 
tation, and flout that loving will, be- 
cause we present to the world not the 
one Body of Christ, but a terrible 
series of caricatures, we must repent. 
The search for Christian unity is thus 
primarily a matter of repentance. It is 
not primarily a matter of organization. 
It is not a matter of the size or num- 
ber of churches: It is a matter of going 
in penitence and faith to the Lord 
Himself to ask Him to give us such a 
common life in His one family, that 
the world may be able to recognize in 
us the distinct features of the house- 
hold of God.

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In this department of ETERNITY Magazine, Herbert Henry Ehrenstein answers 
questions regarding biblical understanding, spiritual truth and the Christianlife. 


Question: I have recently returned home from a tour of duty in the armed forces 
and I discover that my home church has become very liturgical. Prayers are read 
out of a book, the congregation confesses in unison and absolution is granted 
by the minister. I would appreciate your opinion since I am greatly disturbed 
by this. 


ANSWER: Oftentimes, a serviceman who has come to grips with real life and 
death issues during his time of duty, returns to the church he once loved and 
finds it cold, its worship unrelated to man’s need. This seems so, even though 
he was once in perfect accord with its policies and practices. Many times, this is 
because he is contrasting its ministry with the quite different world to which he 
had become accustomed for two years or more in uinform. He forgets that, just 
as there had to be a period of adjustment upon entering the service, so a similar 
adjustment must be made on return to civilian life. 

On the other hand, our churches must guard against a dead formalism in which 
the services become meaningless ritual engaged in because of tradition. There is 
nothing wrong with the use of printed prayers or a liturgy, provided that the 
minister’s performance and the congregation’s entrance into it are not perfunctory 
and matter-of-fact. A liturgical service can be a beautiful act of worship if par- 
ticipated in with a proper spirit. The non-liturgical church must also guard 
against a too-casual worship devoid of all reverence and dignity. This is the oppo- 
site extreme and can be equally offensive. Informal worship with “rousing song 
service,” testimonies, jiggly choruses and a “fire and brimstone” sesmon may be a 
distinct detriment to the cause of Christ. 

It isn’t the type of service, but the attitude of the worshipers and their relation 
to the Lord, that count. Any type of church service can meet a real need and 
minister Christ to those in attendance if Christ is kept central and the goal of 
the service is to exalt Him as Lord and Savior. 


Question: Does Satan have access to God? 


ANSWER: Because God is absolutely holy, we find it rather difficult to conceive of 
anything or anyone sinful entering His presence. Since Satan is an evil angel, 
there has long been a question in the minds of Bible students as to whether he 
can enter God’s presence. Yet, the Bible is very clear on this matter. In the first 
two chapters of Job, we find that the “sons of God” (angels) came to report to 
the Lord, “and Satan also came among them.” We are not told when this episode 
took place, but Satan was there. 

Further, in Zechariah 3:1, 2 we are again given an illustration of Satan in 
God’s presence as “the accuser.” And, of course, we are all familiar with the 
devil’s attempt to cause God the Son to sin in the wilderness encounter. There 
seems to be another suggested contact between Satan and God in Luke 22:31, 
where Jesus spoke of Satan as “demanding” Peter as a victim. Of whom did he 
“demand” him—of God? Quite probably. 

So, Satan apparently does have access to God but only on “official business”— 
to report his doings or to ask permission to put forth some temptation. Certainly 
his presence is not for purposes of fellowship, for what fellowship has light with 
darkness, righteousness with iniquity (II Cor. 6:14)? The devil is, of course, 
under God’s judgment. Originally one of the highest angelic beings, Lucifer 
revolted against God (Isa. 14:12-15) and became Satan. Currently, he is the god 
of this world (II Cor. 4:4) and the prince of the power of the air (Eph. 2:2) 
through the permission of God and for a limited time. One day, he will be cast 
to earth (Rev. 12:9) to perform his diabolical deeds more intensely (Rev. 12:12). 
Still later, he will be incarcerated in an abyss (Rev. 20:1-3). And finally, he will 
be consigned to hell (Rev. 20:10), his ultimate destiny: “And the devil that 
deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone . . . and shall be 
tormented day and night for ever and ever.”

The critical reader may dislike several details of 
Winter’s indictment and proposals. But if he is sincere 
and studies his own church carefully and _prayer- 
fully, he is likely to find that it has many features of 
the organization church even if it is located in the 
inner city, a small town, or a rural community. 

Sad to say, Winter’s charges are just as applicable 
to evangelical churches as they are to liberal churches. 
All are victims of “status panic” and worldly material- 
ism. All tend to be “introverted activisms.” Profess- 
ing to stand as lighthouses beckoning all to Christ, 
they become organization churches so concerned with 
a program that they ineffectively proclaim their mes- 
sage. Their love is demonstrated only to the activists 
who are in the inner circle; they exclude all who are 
different. They ostracize the laboring man, unless he 
has middle-class aspirations or values. To the poor, 
lowly and despised of this world the church program 
is like sounding brass or a tinkling cymbal. 

The organizational machinery must be oiled, and 
that’s the main job of the preacher. Who listens to 
his sermons anyway? Grinding out salvation in a tread- 
mill of church activity is a substitute for daily im- 
plementation of the Great Commission by members. 

Evangelical churches are prominent captives in the 
iron cage of conformity. No church flees a changing 


community in the central city faster than an evangeli- 


cal church. And no church becomes more captive in 


suburbia. 

At the heart of the captivity lies the materialism , 
which dominates all American life: Glorified by the 
free enterprise economic system, praised by prophets 
of the gospel of libertarianism, upheld as the world’s 
only alternative to atheistic Communism, and sancti- 
fied by Protestant Christianity in its middle-class cap- 
tivity, the worship of mammon which was condemned 
so severely by Jesus Christ is the taproot of the subur- 
ban captivity. Winter fails to cope directly with this 
basic underlying attitude. He more or less accepts 
it implicitly, assuming most Protestants will continue 
to seek first the kingdom of economic security and 
social respectability. 

To lift men and churches out of the iron cage 
which holds them, we must have a vision of Christ’s 
high calling which implores men to conform to His. 
image rather than to that of the world. We must apply 
Christ’s words to the Church of Laodicea: “I know all 
your ways; you are neither hot nor cold. How I wish 
you were either hot or cold! But because you are 
lukewarm, neither hot nor cold, I will spit you out of 
my mouth. You say, ‘How rich I am! And how well 
I have done! I have everything I want in the world!’ 
In fact, though you do not know it, you are the most 
pitiful wretch, poor, blind, and naked.” (Rev. 3:15- 
17, NEB).

crowded churches and to small groups 
of believers in homes. On the closing 
night of his tour, however, he took a 
bus to a certain town where he was 
supposed to preach. But four people 
met him at the station and told him, 
“Brother, to our great sorrow we have 
come to tell you that the church is 
surrounded by policemen. The church 
is filled with people, but if you come 
to preach there would be a lot of ques- 
tions asked and many people would be 
subjected to trouble. We must bid you 
good-bye right here.” 

Question: Do you think there are Com- 
munist spies in Russian churches? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: I am certain there 
are. Just before coming to America I 
was in the Baptist Church in Odessa. 
There were tourists there from Cali- 
fornia. I went up to them and started 
to ask them about their country and 
to tell them I had a son in Los 
Angeles, but as I started to talk to 
them, a man pushed me aside and 
said, “Don’t bother the American 
tourists.” I am sure he was a member 
of the secret police. 

Another thing happened that I 
thought was very strange. In Moscow, 
before I got on the plane to come to 
America, I visited the Baptist Church 
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there. The pastor gave me a Russian 
Bible and a hymn book—both printed 
in Russia. This was ridiculous. I was 
going to a country overflowing with 
Bibles and songbooks and he gave me 
a copy of each. These would be dearly 
treasured by a Russian Christian in 
Moscow. So I took the Bible and gave 
it to a friend in Moscow and made 
him promise to take it to a group of 
believers that had no Bible. I am sure 
that this Bible was given to me simply 
to make it appear as though there 
were plenty of them in Russia. 

Question: Have you visited Russian 
Orthodox church services? 

Mrs. Voronaeff: Yes, I have been in 
their services. They are like the Ro- 
man Catholics in many ways. Their 
priests marry, however, and have 
families. In the services they wear 
robes of gold and silver. They are 
ancient in their form of worship and 
have many saints. As a rule, the min- 
ister on duty is a young priest who is 
a Communist and who carries a Com- 
munist card. They are all Soviet 
trained. The Communists allowed a 
limited number of these churches to 
be organized, along with the churches 
of the combined organization called 
“The Union of Evangelical Christians 
and Baptists.”

Those who 
took me in were very crowded. The 
whole family had only one room, and 
I would have to sleep there with them. 
Last year I slept under a large tree for 
four months. I left Russia on July 9, 
1960. 
Question: Is your health good? 
Mrs. Voronaeff: It has improved quite 
a bit since I arrived in America. I 
have gained some weight, too. But I 
am far from being well. I am under a 
doctor’s care because I am suffering 
with my stomach. I have no hearing 
in one ear and I have only one kidney. 
Question: What do you plan now? 
Mrs. Voronaeff: I will be making the 
rounds of visiting my children because 
I have not seen them for 20 years. 
Everywhere I go I will keep telling 
Americans that there are no truly 
fundamental-evangelical churches in 
Russia except underground. I wish to 
tell all the tourists who go to Russia 
to ask their government guides to 
show them one. The spirit of anti- 
Christ is in Russia today. The gov- 
ernment is uniting the churches by 
force under the state and the church 
is part of the state. God help us in 
these perilous days. We must pray for 
the churches everywhere, especially in 
Russia.

The Lutheran Hour has maintained a 
consistent testimony in its radio ministry 
over the years. No small portion of the 
credit for this is due to. the continuing 
excellence of the musical portion of the 
pe. The Lutherans have, in their 

ymnody, one of the grandest musical 
heritages of any Protestant denomina- 
tion, and we owe them a debt of grati- 
tude for utilizing this heritage. What joy 
it is, in the midst of so many radio pro- 
grams which defile the Sunday air, to 
flip the dial and come upon a noble 
chorale; one’s heart is immediately 
drawn closer to the Lord. For this we 
thank Him. 

The current album, Praise the AI- 
mighty, is musically much more varied 
and interesting than any of the music 
on the radio program that I have hap- 
pened .to hear. This is understandable, 
since time limitations curtail radio music 
so very drastically. What the album 
amounts to, actually, is a splendid Fes- 
tival of Sacred Music. 

A wide variety of styles is heard, with 
music of several periods, including the 
contemporary, and all of it is done with 
the taste and style one has come to ex- 
pect from Carl Schalk and his forces. 
This is another way of saying that this 
is a magnificent record, and not to be 
missed. 

One of the special delights of this 
album is the use of orchestral instru- 
ments with the voices. I suppose we 
must thank the early American Mora- 
vians for starting the custom, since they 
used orchestras before they used organs. 
Nowadays a great many of our churches 
from coast to coast are adopting this 
custom, at least for festival services, and 
finding it tremendously rewarding. This 
record will be useful to many choir di- 
rectors in introducing them, as it did 
me, to some unfamiliar material in this 
form. One of the most ingratiating 

ieces on the disc, which I had never 
eard, is the Meditation on “Hyfrydol,” 
for oboe and strings, by Thomas Can- 
ning, a faculty member of the Eastman 
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School of Music in Rochester, N. Y. 
My organist readers will doubtless recall 
the Vaughan Williams setting of this 
same Welsh tune. The Canning prelude 
is, of course, altogether different. The 
two of them would make a nice pair the 
next time you have a few extra instru- 
ments in church. 

Not the least of the virtues of this 
record is the admirable writing of the 
program notes. Each piece has a brief, 
informative paragraph, plus, mirabile 
dictu, the complete text of every choral 
number. This fact alone makes this al- 
bum outstanding in the field of sacred 
recordings. Highly recommended.

I hope it will not be the 
last, for, on the evidence of this record- 
ing, they are quite wonderful. 

There isn’t much musical merit in this 
collection of hymns, but they are so well 
sung that one would almost think so. 
Maybe in their next album they'll give 
us some really distinguished music 
worthy of their talents.

The Victor has 
more varied accompanimental treat- 
ment, but the Camden one has the ad- 
vantage of selling for the bargain price 
of $1.98. If you care at all for this type 
of light music, you will care for it more 
after hearing Beverly Shea sing it. 

As for me, I have just about given 
up hope of hearing him sing anything 
better on this earth, but perhaps in 
Heaven he will find time to lend his 
beautiful voice to the music of Bach 
and some other truly Spirit-filled com- 
posers!

This light, dance-able music must ap- 
peal to lots of people, for so much of 
it is being recorded these days. I have 
to admit that it’s great fun to listen to, 
and during some of the songs I simply 
couldn’t keep from tapping my feet. 
I do, however, question the value of 
this music as a vehicle for the projec- 
tion of spiritual truth. Maybe it works 
with some and, if so, God bless it. 

With Carmichael’s grand accompani- 
ments, Miss Akers sings with absolutely 
infectious rhythm and style. The voice 
has a very apparent break between reg- 
isters, but even that obvious defect is 
made ‘to serve her interpretative pur- 
pose in the projection of these songs.

If you like the Hawaiian guitar (and 
lots of people do), then rush out and 
buy this record.

Families in the Church: A  Protes- 
tant Survey. 

This is absolutely top-drawer stuff. 
True, many readers of ETERNITY will 
not be too happy about the way the 
authors sometimes handle Scripture. 
But they will be most happy with the 
content of the book. It is hard for me 
to imagine a pastor or a Christian 
parent who would not be enriched 
measurably by the information and 
insights spelled out in this informa- 
tive, highly readable (even by lay- 
men), comprehensive book. 

The first part of the book is a sur- 
vey of the latest sociological informa- 
tion about the changing patterns of 
family life in modern America. Par- 
ents know that things have changed 
in the family since their parents were 
young, but they don’t know just how 
much and why. They'll learn here. 

The heart of the book is the results 
of a survey in depth of about 1,000 
upper middle class Presbyterian fam- 
ilies—their tensions, problems, rela- 
tions of parents to children, relations 
of parents to churches, etc. At the 
same time, the pastors were similarly 
polled. Several things strike the reader 
as worth noting. 

For one, it is clear how much 
Christian parents are influenced by 
the times. They, too, are “cowed” by 
their children, uncertain of how to 
rear them in the light of the pressures 
of school and society, in tension be- 
tween their Christian ideals and the 
ideals of the neighbors, uncertain of 
their authority. They wistfully hope 
the church will assert an authority 
they don’t or can’t. 

The most appalling impression that 
emerges is the ignorance of parents 
about the nature of their Christian 
faith. The authors note that the ma- 
jority of their respondents “identify 
Christianity with congenial personal re- 
lationships, faith with self-confidence, 
and service with occasional spurts of 
generosity.” Togetherness has replaced 
Bible reading and family worship as a 
“means of grace.” The church is viewed 
in its institutional aspects predominantly, 
not as the biblically emphasized people 
of God. The lines between good Ameri- 
canism and good Christianity are 


blurred. The great majority wish their 
children to remember the loving family 
relationships primarily rather than the 
Christian faith and its living. They 
(correctly) see the church as helping 
to tear the family apart by its multi- 
plicity of fragmented activities. 

Finally the church itself obviously 
has not yet come to terms with its own 
world and the modern family. For in- 
stance, while one American out of five 
moves every year, the church still pro- 
grams its life as if it ministered to a 
stable community. Like the parents, 
the pastors tend to define their ideals 
for their parishioners in terms of the 
institutional church—attendance at 
meetings, loyalty to the program, etc. 
In terms of the family itself, the pas- 
tors appear strangely oblivious to the 
tremendous influence that the man’s 
occupation has upon it, its tensions, its 
religious life. This survey shows again 
what many acute observers have no- 
ticed: the church’s preoccupation with 
the family, but ignorance and _ indif- 
ference to the occupational life of its 
members, leaves it crippled in dealing 
with the family. While the men go off 
to work which increasingly determines 
their personal sense of identity, status, 
etc., the pastor stays home in the 
neighborhood ghetto with the women 
and children, isolated from the things 
which absorbs most of the life of his 
male parishioners—their jobs. 

For this book this reviewer 
prophesies a long and fruitful life! 


LET MY HEART BE BROKEN. Richard 
Gehman. McGraw-Hill. 245 pp.

Put the Richard Gehman mind along- 
side the photography excellence of 
Richard Reinhold and allow these tal- 
ents to flow unrestricted through mis- 
sionary effort in the Orient and you 
wind up with Let My Heart Be Broken 
not to forget the sub-title, “With the 
things that break the heart of God.” 
Gehman went to the Orient at the 
invitation of Dr. Bob Pierce of World 
Vision, who traveled with him. As such, 
the volume is in some ways a report on 
the amazing outreach of World Vision. 

You likely have read about many 
of the people in the book, for mis- 
sionaries such as Miss Irene Webster- 


Smith and Mrs. Lillian Dickson are 
well known for their years of service 
and dedication to Christ. 

The capstone are the words from 
Gehman concerning what all this re- 
porting did to his own heart. It is a 
moving moment when the facile pen 
which so easily and brilliantly portrays 
other people is turned inward and 
Gehman tells of what all of this did 
for him. 

This could well be the missionary 
book of the year.

THE BEST YET 


600 Years with the English Bible 


THE ENGLISH BIBLE. F. F. Bruce. Ox- 
ford, 230 pp. $4.00.

F.F. Bruce’s The English Bible is 
the finest history of translations of the 
Bible into English that is available. 
The author, currently Rylands Profes- 
sor of biblical criticism and exegesis 
in the University of Manchester, Eng- 
land, is eminently qualified to produce 
this volume. He is thoroughly evangel- 
ical and an outstanding scholar— 
indeed he is as fine a combination of 
these desiderata as we have. More- 
over, his writing communicates his 
solid knowledge and commitment. His 
clarity makes us see; his concern 
makes us seek. 

Happily, this volume has come from 
the press hard on the heels of the 
publication of the New English Bible. 
Professor Bruce did not serve among 
the translators of this version, al- 
though he is surely capable of such 
service. Perhaps this makes his posi- 
tive reaction to this translation even 
more noteworthy. 

This history covers ground even 
previous to Wycliffe. Early pictorial 
and poetic presentations of biblical 
truth are considered. Significant sam- 
plings of familiar passages in transla- 
tions give luster to a normally dull 
subject. 

The outstanding translations of Wyc- 
liffe, Tyndale, and Coverdale are 
given the greater space they deserve 
without the omission of the transla- 
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tions which followed them. Here is no 
mere chronicle of unfamiliar names 
and irrelevant dates. The theology, 
motivations, sources, and interdepend- 
ence of the translators are perceived 
with insight and presented with lucid- 
ity. The evaluations of translations, 
old and new, are among the finest to 
be found. Professor Bruce neither un- 
wisely assumes a scholar’s knowledge 
of the details of church history, nor 
“writes down” to a neophyte. 

The lengthy descriptions of the 
making of the King James, Revised, 
and Revised Standard Versions, as 
well as the New English Bible, will be 
welcome. Bruce strangely omits the 
reactions of the American Committee 
reflected in the American Standard 
Version. 

Briefer evaluations of 19th and 20th 
century individual translations and 
Roman Catholic versions are pre- 
sented. There are few omissions (e.g. 
Mrs. Montgomery’s Centenary trans- 
lation). 

Bruce’s criticisms are incisive, even 
fearless (though sometimes modified 
with humor). He properly assures us 
of the values of new translations and 
particularly points up the lack of fair- 
ness in much of the criticism of the 
Revised Standard Version. Furthermore 
he clarifies many common misunder- 
standings. J.B. Phillips’ work, for ex- 
ample, is recognized not so much as a 
“paraphrase” as a “meaning-for-mean- 
ing translation.” 

Whether you want a history of 
translations or an evaluative guide to 
modern versions, this is the best— 
get it! 


Sigurd Petersen is the Protestant 
chaplain in the Parsons State Hos- 
pital and Training Center for retarded 
children in Kansas. Over 600 patients 
between the ages of 6 and 21 live: in 
cottages spread over a 20 acre estate. 
Christians can -hardly. fail to be stirred 
by his conviction of the need to bring 
the ministry of God’s love and care 
to these so-frequently unhappy chil- 
dren. 

It is no wonder that many retarded 
children suffer emotional _ illnesses. 
They have feelings like other human 
beings, and the same basic needs and 
longings. Yet they are often rejected 
by their parents and families, con- 
tinually suffer failure, and are the 
subject of uncomplimentary name-call- 
ing. 

That such children can come to 
know God is convincingly shown. 
They can pray and enjoy religious 
services. They need God’s love, peace 
and joy. Even when a child cannot 
grasp religious concepts, he can ex- 
perience religious values through re- 
lationships with a Christian adult, and 
can be taught through action if not 
verbally. This necessitates simple, 
concrete materials and repetition in 
a structured setting. 

The book will certainly attain its 
goal of helping readers achieve 
“positive feelings” toward retarded 
children. It has a special ministry for 
parents of such children, and for the 
church. The author aimed at produc- 
ing a non-technical book, but technical 
vocabulary and abstract generaliza- 
tions may at times obscure the signifi- 
cance of statements for some readers. 
Actual descriptions of children help 
produce the desired empathy. 


ARCHAEOLOGY IN THE HOLY LAND. 
Kathleen Kenyon. Frederick Prae- 
ger. 326 pp. $6.95.

Kathleen Kenyon, director of the 
British School of Archaeology at Jeru- 
salem, and excavator at Jericho, has 
written a helpful survey of Palestinian 
archaeology as it throws light on the 
history of the land from pre-historic 
times to the fall of the Hebrew king- 
doms. 

The early chapters trace human de- 
velopment from a “food-gathering” to 
a “food-producing” stage, and the sub- 
sequent development of the arts ahd 
crafts which mark a high degree of 
civilization. Miss Kenyon indicated 
evidence of such civilization in Jericho 
about 7000 B.C. Not only have the 
archaeologists discovered remarkable 
walls and fortifications in ancient 
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Jericho, but evidence of commerce in 
“luxury goods” with Anatolia and 
Egypt. From the Neolithic period on- 
ward, Miss Kenyon states that civili- 
zation may be traced in an unbroken 
line through the Sumerians and 
Egyptians to the Hellenistic and 
modern worlds. 

The biblical Patriarchs are placed 
in the Middle Bronze Age, and Miss 
Kenyon equates the Hebrews with the 
Habiru of non-biblical sources. She re- 
gards the account of the Exodus and 
the Conquest as a conflation of several 
sources, and suggests that the twelve 
tribes of Israel did not all take part 
in the Exodus. 

Although the average reader may 
not be interested in extended descrip- 
tions of fortifications and city walls, 


the serious student of the Bible, . an- 
cient history, and archaeology will find 
here an excellent description of a cen- 
tury of work in Palestinian archae- 
ology by one who knows it at first 
hand. 


STUDIES IN THE SERMON ON THE 
MOUNT. (Vol. 2). Martyn Lloyd- 
Jones. Eerdmans. 337 pp. $4.50.

Since World War II, a growing 
number of our citizens have found 
their work in overseas communities; 
today at least one per cent of the 
country’s population lives abroad. Of 
these, the great majority are, of 
course, in military service. But there 
are over 100,000 civilians engaged in 
government, business, or missionary 
service overseas. These volumes con- 
sider how these people can make a 
constructive contribution in the world. 
The Overseas Americans considers them 
as valuable representatives of America; 
Assignment: Overseas addresses itself 
to their possibilities as vital Christian 
witnesses. 

The Overseas Americans, one of the 
Carnegie Series in American Educa- 
tion, is based upon extensive research 
carried on since 1956. 

The researchers discovered five ele- 
ments of effective overseas perform- 
ance: technical skill, belief in mission, 
cultural empathy, a sense of politics, 
and organization ability. They recog- 
nize that no one individual can be ex- 
pected to possess all the ingredients 
of effective overseas performance, but 
claim that the organization in any 
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Foreign Land 


particular spot ought to contain all of 
these qualities. 

The book contains much material, 
yet the reader feels various topics have 
been condensed. When the authors 
touch the subject with which I have 
some acquaintance—mlssionary work 
—they seem to condense the material 
so much that an incomplete image of 
certain situations is presented. The ef- 
fort to report a large number of facts 
to illustrate conclusions makes the 
book one which must be read care- 
fully. 

The attempt to present a great 
amount of detail is perhaps the book’s 
greatest weakness. There will either 
have to be constant revisions, or the 
authors will have to condense the 
book and present some of its main 
theses without the statistical informa- 
tion. 

Too valuable to be confined to pro- 
fessional educators, this book should 
be required reading for every Ameri- 
can who is going to live abroad, and 
the reading should come quite early in 
his preparation. Most certainly the 
book should be read by every mission 
board secretary, with particular em- 
phasis on those responsible for ad- 
ministering field program, pastoral care 
of missionaries, and recruitment of mis- 
sionary staff. 

Of special interest will be the treat- 
ment of the language question. The 
book quite rightly points out that the 
mission enterprise has highlighted lan- 
guage proficiency with many of the 
most valuable schools abroad being 
maintained by the missionary group. 
The authors, however, do not list lan- 
guage mastery as the sine qua non of 


effective service. One gets the feeling 
that they are arguing against a premise 
that “language mastery automatically 
means cultural empathy,” but no in- 
formed person accepts this premise! 
The problem in most cases is not the 
inability to master a language, but the 
refusal to undertake seriously the ef- 
fort. 

Quite interesting was the discovery 
of elements in a person’s background 
which prepare him for the particular 
needs of overseas work. The extra- 
curricular activities may tell more than 
the grades—indeed the whole per- 
sonality is meeded. Here again, a 
vindication of recruitment policies 
mission organizations have used for 
years. 

Assignment: Overseas is an attempt 
to deal with the overseas Americans 
from a particular perspective. With 
the knowledge that a large number of 
such Americans come from its congre- 
gations, the United Presbyterian 
Church, through its Commission on 
Ecumenical Mission and _ relations, 
has attempted to assist these people in 
understanding the Church situation 
abroad and the religious mores into 
which they are going. They have pro- 
vided some orientation so that the 
people will not confine themselves to 
the religious ghettos of American cul- 
tural living sections, but will make an 
attempt to be part of the Christian 
community in their new home—even 
though it be a temporary residence. 
This program recognized that these 
people are going abroad because their 
companies have transferred them—an 
occupational calling! While they are 
there, they should try to bear ‘a Chris- 
tian witness, but new environment can 
make this difficult. An attempt to as- 
sist in this responsibility has been de- 
veloped by the United Presbyterian 
Church.

losophy in ancient culture. This book, 
a study of educational thinking and 
practice in the ancient world, provides 
excellent background for the forma- 
tion of a Christian philosophy of edu- 
cation. 

Dr. Barclay, at present a lecturer 
in New Testament and Hellenistic 
Greek at the University of Glasgow, 
and author of The Daily Study Bible, 
traces the educational pattern among 
the Jews, Greeks and Romans, and, 
then after a chapter on the Christian 
attitude toward pagan culture, he gives 
us briefly the beginning of educational 
patterns in the early church. 

Some may find the many illustra- 
tions of prevailing thought in each 
culture a little wearisome. It is hardly 
written in inspirational style, but would 
be considered a rather scholarly piece 





The first effort was in holding a 
series of Institutes on Overseas 
Churchmanship. Assignment: Over- 
seas is the published lectures of the 
first Institutes. 

The approach has been to start with 
general problems faced by any Ameri- 
can who goes overseas: a look at 
geography, the international situation, 
government programs, foreign affairs, 
etc. From there the lectures move into 
the religious encounter, discussing 
Islam, Hinduism, Buddhism, and the 
Catholic countries. This presentation 
is climaxed by a lecture on the 
uniqueness of our Christian faith. 
Recognizing this unique faith, the dis- 
cussion moves into an examination of 
the missionary enterprise, the grow- 
ing world Christian community, and 
the need for a special approach to 
industrial society. Then some attempt 
is given to acquaint the overseas 
Churchmen with the union Churches 
overseas and the larger Christian fel- 
lowship. Some practical points form 
the conclusion. 

These lectures are well written and 
finely edited. If there are shortcom- 
ings, they come at two points—the 
obvious gaps in the subject which are 
not treated because the Institute pro- 
gram did not include these facets of 
the problem, and the gaps in various 
chapters which the limitation of time 
in the Institute schedule forced the 
lecturer to pass over. 

A wealth of information is here 
available to any who wish to compre- 
hend the world situation, gain an in- 
sight into the development of our 
foreign policy, understand some of the 
problems being raised by the expand- 
ing world population. Here again is a 
valuable book, well written, for pre- 
liminary briefing in a situation which 
is all too unfamiliar to most Ameri- 
can ministers and laymen.

SERVE HIM WITH MIRTH. Leslie B. 
Flynn. Zondervan. 191 pp. $2.95.

God’s Holy Word calls us to “serve 
the Lord with gladness.” Old Hun- 
dredth has often stirred our deepest 
worshipful thinking by its challenge, 
“Make a joyful noise unto the Lord.” 
But how many of us have pondered 
just how to chuckle to the glory of 
God? 

The author introduces his subject 
with these words: “Laughter rings out 
countless times a day in every hamlet 
around the world where normal con- 
ditions prevail. Strangely some Chris- 
tians give the impression that indulgence 


in laughter betrays a low level of 
spirituality, whereas gloom indicates 
godliness. But the truth is, laughter 
can go hand in hand with a deeply 
spiritual life.” 

There can be too much laughter. 
But there can also be too little. Jesus 
increased in four ways rather than 
merely one or two. Luke 2:52 sug- 
gests that He was well rounded in 
each area. This took a sense of humor 
that was humanly developed! Perhaps 
a person can develop mentally and 
physically without a sense of humor, 
though I doubt it. But I’m sure that 
spiritual and social development de- 
mands a recurring growth of humor. 

The book by Flynn can help develop 
a good Christian sense of humor, 
which the world especially needs to- 
day. Along with its good sound phi- 
losophy of humor Serve Him With 
Mirth is chuck full of witty anecdotes 
that are usable. 

Inasmuch as Christ is honored 
throughout, I found the book uplift- 
ingly inspiring. Due to the deep 
chuckles which I experienced while 
reading this book, marking much of 
the book as quotable quotes, I found 
it practical, useful, and wholesomely 
invigorating. 


EXPLORING YOUR BIBLE. John P. 
Oakes. Zondervan. 132 pp. $2.95.

The subtitle of this book reads “A 
complete study-method manual” and 
one picks it up eagerly hoping to 
find a thorough treatment of practical 
Bible study methods for the layman. 
But the title promises more than the 
book furnishes. The larger part of the 
book (chapter 1-5) concerns itself 
with the history of the Bible (how it 
came to be and how it has been 
transmitted to us), matters generally 
considered under “biblical introduc- 
tion.” 

The final two chapters deal with 
“Helps to Bible Study” and “Study- 
ing the Bible,” and although the au- 
thor closes with a warning against 
relying too heavily on commentaries, 
in his applications of method to the 
study of four biblical passages he re- 
lies very largely on commentaries for 
his conclusions. There is all too little 
that would inspire a student to study 
independently of such helps. 

One wonders about the necessity 
for such a book. There is scarcely 





IS THE CROSS CENTRAL? 


The Two Sides of Salvation 


SAVED BY HIS LIFE. Theodore R. 
Clark. Macmillan. 220 pp. $4.50.

This book is a strong attack by a 
Southern Baptist theologian upon a 
theology of the Cross which makes 
the Cross the final revelation of God 
and the center of salvation. Clark’s 
thesis is that the Cross cannot be sep- 
arated from the “total event” of 
Christ, especially from His Resurrec- 
tion, and that the separation of the 
Cross from the Incarnation and Res- 
urrection results in legalistic and life- 
less doctrine. 

In his main point, the author is 
right. Paul clearly indicates that the 
death of Christ without the resurrec- 
tion is a futile thing (I Cor. 15:17). 
However, would not Clark’s imagined 
opponents agree with this? Would 
Boyd Hunt (whom Clark cites as an 
example of the error he is combat- 
ting) maintain that one can be saved 
by believing in the death of Christ 
without being spiritually joined with 
Christ in resurrection, without being 
regenerated by the Holy Spirit, with- 
out the indwelling of the resurrected, 
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ascended Christ through the Spirit, 
without becoming a new creature in 
Christ Jesus? 

Salvation has two sides: the objec- 
tive and the subjective. We may speak 
of what God does for us and in us. 
Theologically, they involve justifica- 
tion-reconciliation-atonement on _ the 
one hand and regeneration-sanctifica- 
tion on the other. It is impossible for a 
man to be justified without being re- 
generated, and vice versa. Granted 
that in popular circles justification is 
sometimes emphasized to the practical 
neglect of the inner work of Christ, it 
does not follow that we should go to 
the other extreme; and this Professor 
Clark does. In his zeal to emphasize 
the necessity of the present work of 
Christ (which he calls existential), he 
goes so far as to deny the validity of 
the objective at numerous points. He 
strongly denies the historical signifi- 
cance of the death of Christ in terms 
of any kind of objective atonement. 
The Cross and Resurrection reconcile, 
justify, and deliver man from sin and 
death by revealing “what must also 
transpire within the heart and soul of 
every person, if he is to be delivered 
from the law of sin and death.” Fur- 
ther, he says that the Bible cannot be 


thought of as the objective Word of 
God; nor does it consist of infallibly 
revealed truths. Such a view would 
equate God’s Word with man’s reason 
and words and result in Bibliolatry. 

Clark’s basic problem is the role of 
history in revelation. “We _ have 
labored to show that no historical 
event as such in the life of Jesus, not 
even the historical event of the Resur- 
rection as such, provides the ground of 
man’s reconciliation and _ salvation.” 
The reason is that “things historical 
change, that is, they are relative, 
and leave faith with shifting founda- 
tions.” The historical events connected 
with Jesus the Christ were only his- 
torical manifestations of God’s con- 
tinuous working with and in men from 
the beginning of human history to 
the end.” 

We believe that Professor Clark has 
missed the genius of biblical revela- 
tion: viz., that in one strand of the 
tangled web of human history (which 
we may call “redemptive history”) 
culminating in the life, death, and 
resurrection of Jesus, God has acted 
uniquely to reveal Himself and to ac- 
complish the redemption of men. 
Here is the supreme Christian mir- 
acle: that history, which is relative 
and changing, has in one strand be- 
come the vehicle of the eternal and 
absolute. It is only because God has 
revealed Himself in History that I can 
experience that revelation today. 
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anything in it that has not been said 
elsewhere, often more thoroughly. But 
perhaps the particular combination of 
material here presented will be of 
great help to certain individuals. Dr. 
Oakes has evidently been highly suc- 
cessful in encouraging college students 
to study the Bible, and any book that 
will inspire and help lay Christians 
in their own personal study is to be 
welcomed. 


WHAT IT MEANS TO BE A CHRIS- 
TIAN. Robert W. Youngs. Farrar, 
Straus and Cudahy. 192 pp. $3.50.

In a captivating introduction the 
author harks back to first century 
Christianity for a four-part, compre- 
hensive, and biblical definition of 
“Christian;” the definitive aspects are 
enlarged in the book’s main sections: 


The Beliefs, Salvation, Life, and 
Church of the Christian. 
The development is evangelical, 


“new life in an old faith.” Theological 
controversy is avoided, although the 
leavening influence of the church, for 
society’s “well being and salvation . . 
to achieve real brotherhood on earth,” 
may be over-emphasized. 

The author quotes freely from 
churchmen who would hotly debate 
basic issues among themselves, Mar- 
tin Luther and Fulton Sheen, Tillich 
and Tertullian, Billy Sunday and 
Reinhold Niebuhr, John Bunyan and 
Father Damien, Karl Barth and Evan- 
geline Booth. Are the innocuous and 
irrelevant references to Tillich, Nie- 
buhr, and Barth intended merely to 
give the book a theological savoir 
faire? 

The chapters flow easily like smooth 
sermons rich in_ illustrations. The 





dozen scientific allusions include a 
tribute to the church by Einstein. The 
word studies on “steward” and “sac- 
rament” are valuable. While the phil- 
osophers scarcely appear on the pages, 
there is some _ excellent material 
among the score of literary references. 
The author uses about 35 quotes from 
a variety of prominent figures, and 
over 50 human experiences bring life 
to his definition of a Christian. A few 
illustrations are not apt, perhaps even 
incongruent (as quoting unhappy 
Spinoza on joy), and often the au- 
thor neglects to adequately identify 
lesser-known works and_ authorities 
whom he quotes. 

This book will doubtless serve at 
feast a three-fold purpose: (1) to 
influence non-Christians to consider 
Christ (2) to clarify our religion to 
communicants, to make vague Chris- 
tianity more clear-cut (3) to provide 
pastors with some of Dr. Youngs’ ex- 
cellent sermon material. 


PROTESTANTISM. George Tavard. 
Hawthorn. 139 pp. $2.95.

This interesting little book is vol- 
ume 137 of The Twentieth Century 
Encyclopedia of Catholicism, edited 
by the well-known French writer 
Henri Daniel-Rops and originally pub- 
lished in France. The set when com- 
pleted should run to 150 volumes. 
The present volume, written by a 
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TENTH PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 
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Frenchman teaching at present in 
Pittsburgh, endeavors to explain for 
Roman Catholics the doctrines and 
history of Protestantism. 

The approach may be characterized 
as irenical. A genuine effort has been 
made to understand Protestantism as 
a species of Christian belief. The au- 
thor has carefully abstained from 
making attacks upon either Protestant 
churches or teaching. Indeed, at times 
he has desired so greatly to manifest 
a spirit of charity that one cannot but 
feel that he even misrepresents Ro- 
man Catholicism. He is particularly 
favorable to all “high church” move- 
ments which seem to point Protestants 
back to Rome. 


His discussions of Barth, the Ecu- 
menical Movement and other phases 
of modern Protestantism provide stim- 
ulating analyses which might even aid 
Protestants in their thinking. On the 
other hand there are historical inac- 
curacies, as for instance in his deal- 
ing with Calvin. He also fails to con- 
sider contemporary attempts to revive 
Calvinism and apply it to the modern 
situation as in the work of Abraham 
Kuyper, the Free University of Am- 
sterdam and the International Associ- 
ation for Reformed Faith and Action. 

On the whole, however, one may 
say that this is an interesting work, 
one which Protestants might well read 
with profit.
